Removing Children’s Teeth. 


The extraction of the sixth year molar 
in the mouths of children is a nuch dis- 
puted point, but briefly it amounts to this: 
Too often parents neglect the mouths of 
children, believing that new teeth will 
come in place of those decayed. 

The sixth year molar is the first of the 
permanent set of teeth, and where, at the 
age of eleven, or before the appearance of 
the twelfth year molar, it is found so badly 
decayed that the pulp niust be or is de- 
stroyed it is frequently wiser to remove it 
(and its fellow in the same jaw if that is 
decayed), hoping that the erupting twelfth 
year molar will then appear further for- 
ward, und eventually the space be obliter- 
ated. Thus the wisdom tooth has plenty 
of space and becomes more useful than 
usual, 

Where the same condition prevails after 
the appearance of the twelfth year molar 
it is not so easily decided, though in many 
cases even then it is more beneficial to re- 
move than to retain the pulpless tooth.—

The Storm. 


Friday's storm caused considerable dam- 
age along the coast. The storm was central 
Thursday over the great lakes and worked 
rapidly this way, reaching the sea board at 
about ten o'clock Thursday evening. It 
reached its height at four o'clock Friday 
morning, when the wind swept across the 
bay in terrific gusts, driving a penetrating 
rain and drizzle before it. 

At Neponset, a large tbree 
schooner which was moored to the easterly 
pier of the draw, snapped its bow hawser 
and swung around, crashed into the rail- 
road bridge and carried away the cable 
house, ripping off some thirty feet of rail- 
ing, and crushed its long boat which hung 
over the schooner’s stern on the davits. 
The trains were considerably delayed by 
this accident. 

The tide came up over the track at the 
Boston side of the Crescent avenue station, 
washing the road badly. 

Wreckage, dories, and landing stages 
were strewn along the coast from Quincy 
to Boston. 

All of the swamp and low land in Quincy 
was completely submerged by the unusually 
heavy rain. 

The streets were badly gullied.

| 


REGULATION 1. Every householder shall 
keep his premises free from all nuisances and 
sources of filth that are injurious to the pub- 
lic health and safety; and any nuisance, 
source of filth, or cause of sickness, found on 
private property must be abated upon notice 
from the health officers, and within such 
time as they shall designate. If such prem- 
ises are not put in proper sanitary condition 
the same shall be vacated upon order of the 
Board of Health. 

Reo. 2. All privy-vaults and cesspools 
shall be emptied one the fifteenth day of 
May. During the summer season they shall 
be disinfected and emptied as often as (upon 
examination of the Board of Health) shall 
be deemed necessary to keep them free from 
effensive odors. 


Rec. 3. From the fifteenth day of May to 
the first day of October, no privy-vault or 
cesspool shall be emptied between the hours 
of six o’clock in the morning and ten o’clock 
in the evening. This shall not apply to the 
cleaning of cesspools by the use of any odor- 
less excavator approved by said Board of 
Health. Water-tight vessels or barrels with 
tops tightly sealed only shall be used in re- 
moving the sediment from said Semepools, or 
such matter as cannot be pumped by said 
excavator, and disinfectants shall be ased in 
all cases. 

Rea. 4. No person shall deposit the con- 
tents of any privy-vault or cesspool or any 
other filth, upon any premises within the 
limits of the city without first having ob- 
tained a permit to do so from the Board of 
Health. 


Rec 5. No privy-vault or cesspool that is 
not water-tight shall be maintained within 
two rods of any well, spring, or other source 
of water supply used for drinking purposes. 

Rec. 6, Water from the kitchen sink 
shall not be allowed to run under any house, 
nor shall any cesspool for the retention of 
such waste water be within five feet of any 
house, unless the cesspool be cemented water- 
tight. All drains connecting water-closets 
and sinks with cesspools shall be trapped and 
ventilated, soas to prevent the passage of 
gases into the house. No house, the cellar 
of which is habitually wet, shall be used as 
a dwelling. 

Rea. 7. All putrid or decaying animal 
or vegetable matter, manure, garbage, and 
every kind of filth must be removed from all 
cellars, yards and outbuildings before the 
first day of June, 

Rea. 8. No person shall throw or deposit 
in any street, sidewalk, court, square, public 
place or vacaut lot, or into any pond, creek, 
river, brook, canal or ditch, any dead ani- 
mal, decaying vegetables, offal, dirt, ga 
refuse, manure, or the contents of any privy- 
vault or cesspool, or filth of any kind. No 
person shall allow any liquid from  swill 
teams to drain upon any public or private 


Rea. 9. No perron shall allow the sewage, 
waste water or liquid of any kind from his 
premises to flow into any canal, pond, brook 
or open ditch, or upon any sidewalk, gutter 
or street surface, or upon any public or pri- 
vate way, or to form staguant pools in any 
place within the city. 

Rea. 10. The exercises of the trade or 
employment of keeping swine, which isa 
nuisance dangerous to the public health at- 
tended by noisome and injurious odors, and 
is otherwise injurious to the estates of the 
inhabitants of Quincy, be and the same here- 
by is forbidden within the limits of the city 
of Quincy. 

Rea. 11. Any well, spring, cistern, or 
other source of drinking water, that is con- 
taminated from any surface drainage, cess- 
pool, privy, sink spout or other source of 
water pollution must be disused. 


Rea. 12. No person shall sell, offer for 
sale, or bring into the city for sale, any dis- 


fish, vegetables, fruit or provisions, or any 
adulterated article of food. 
When a householder knows that | 
au person within his family is sick of small- | 
pox, diphtheria, scarlet fever, or any other | 
disease dangerous to the public health, he | 
shall immediately give notice thereof to the | 
Board of Health; and vpon the death, re-} 
covery or removal of such person, the rooms | 
occupied and the articles used by him shall 
be disinfected by such houselclderin a man- 
ner approved by the Board of Health. Any | 
person neglecting or refusing to comply with | 
either of the above provisions shall forfeit a 
sum not exceeding one hundred dollars 

Reo. 14. When a physician knows thata} 
person whom he is called to visii is infected 
with small-pox, diphtheria, scarlet fever or 
any other disease shire to public health 
he shall immediately give notice thereof to} 
the Board of Health; and if he refuses or 
neglects to give such notice he shall forfeit 
| for each offence not less than fifty nor more 
than two hundred dollars. 


Rec. 15. Cholera, small-pox, diphtheria, 
}croup, scarlet fever, measles, and typhoid 
fever are deemed by the Board of Health to 
be diseases dangerous to the public health | 
and safety.

The usages to which electricity is applied 
is legion. One of the latest is its use for 
drilling granite. 
controlled by the Edison General Electric 
Co., being known as the Marvin system, 
invented by H. C. Marvin, a young man 
about 27 years of age.

La Grippe Microbes. 

Dr. Wm. D. Gentry, of Chicago, claims 
to have captured a microbe of la grippe. 
Ever since the disease made its appearance 
a year ago, the doctor has been on a still 
hunt for the microbes, if any existed. He 
found that fourteen years ago, and again 
sixteen years ago, la grippe was epidemic 
among human beings, and seventeen years 
ago it attacked horses, causing the still re- 
membered ‘‘epizootic.’” Owing to the re- 
currence of the disease Dr. Gentry was in- 
clined to believe that the earth at such in- 
tervals, passed through a stretch of space 
impregnated with what astronomers call 
“*star dust." It occurred to him that he 
might trap some of the dust, or microbes, 
or whatever it was. Carefully polishing a 
plank slide, he took it out of doors and 
passed it through the air. Placing the 
slide under his microscope, which magnifies 
1170 times, he counted seven heretofore 
unidentified microbes in the field of the 
instrument. Finally he secured several 
and had them mounted for the microscope. 
Then he secured some mucous from a 
patient afflicted with la grippe, and dis- 
covered in the mucous the same sort of 
microbes. The grippe microbes, as described 
by Dr. Gentry, are generally of «a round 
form, varying occasionally in outline, but 
always distinctly marked by a series of 
seven lines surrounding them. Radiating 
from these lines are other lines which, in 
the magnified image resemble fine irregular 
hairs.— Whitman Time.

Cloth of a Spiders’ Web. 


| Perhaps the most novel idea in the textile 
line is that of an Englishman named Stil- 
bers, who, it is said, has actually made a 
cloth of spiders’ web which has been em- 
ployed for purpose of surgery. A gentle- 
man travelling through the country, who 
recently stopped in Washington, stated 
that this man Stilbers has gone quite ex- 
tensively into this spider-web cloth making. 

The spiders are obtained from tropical 
countries, mostly from Africa and South 
America, and are very large. A peculiar 
feature of the business is that the spiders 
spin the best web when they are intoxicated. 
To accomplish this, a liquid composed of 
{chloroform ether and fusel oil is allowed 
slowly to evaporate in the room where the 
spiders are housed, and they are thus kept 
| constantly in a mild state of intoxication. 
The temperature of the atmosphere is main 
tained at 60 degrees Fahrenheit. These 
little creatures, which are usually so 
heartily despised, are placed in octagonal 
cases, and are fed daily on smaller insects 
of various kinds. In one room there are 
some 5000 of these cases. The spiders lay 
their eggs, and about the latter spin co- 
coons. These cocoons are gathered and 
prepared for weaving by some such chemi- 
cal and mechanical processes as are under- 
gone by the cocoon of the silkworm. The 
process of the weaving itself is a closely 
guarded secret. Each cocooa is said to 
yield twenty-five to one-hundred yards of 
thread. The texture of the woven material 
resembles somewhat ordinary silk, and 
after it is bleached it becomes brilliant and 
smooth.— Washington Star.

Boston, April 15, 1891. 

The Finance Committee has reported 
unanimously against the bill from the Edu- 
cation Committee to reimburse cities and 
towns for a part of their expenses for free 
text-books. 

Thursday afternoon the House had its 
first debate on the constitutional amend- 
ment to require the consent of a majority 
of voters for the division of atown. De- 
bate was limited to half an hour and 
speeches to five minutes each and the 
amendment was admitted by 128 to 50. 

One of the hardest contests of the session 
came to an end in the Senate Friday after- 
noon. The cities of Worcester, Northamp- 
ton, Newton and Brockton are already 
anxious to change the grade crossing law 
so that it shall not be in the power of the 
directors of a railroad to refuse to make a 
change which is adjudged expedient. The 
railroads have fought like grim death for 
the provision and it was-regarding this 
that Richard Olney, counsel for the Boston 
& Maine Railroad, wrote to the Railroad 
Committee that the roads would not have 
consented to the passage of the grade 
crossing law last year unless it had been 
in it. On the question of changing the 
law the Senate voted as follows:

If Quincy could secure her share of these 
house builders it would be the quickest 
way to solve the good street and sidewalk 
problem, as the increased revenue would 
pay the bills. 

A report recently made to the assessors 
show that the firm of Sherman & Nicker- 
son of Wollaston have, during their ten 
months of business existence, disposed of 
sixty-nine building lots. Their sales have 
been mainly north of Beale street, and the 
prices have varied from five to fifteen cents 
per foot,to parties intending to build in the 
immediate future. This is a remarkable 
showing for [a firm who are in the real 
estate business merely for recreation. 

Sherman & Nickerson have just pub- 
lished a map of Wollaston which has been 
mailed to every citizen in Ward Five. 
This map shows the location of the 100 
lots they still have to offer. It is a valu- 
able document for reference and will be 
treasured by all of the recipients. 

Councilman Sberman and Mr. N. G. 
Nickerson of Wollaston, together with ex- 
Mayor Hart of Boston, B. F. Dyer of 
South Braintree, and the Hannah brothers 
under the firm name of Sherman, Hannah 
& Co., have recently put on the market 
472 building lots in Revere. The opening 
sales took place on Fast day and their 
books show a record of seventy-four sales 
on that date. 


The Senate on Tuesday afternoon agreed 
to the amendment to require a majority for 
a quorum of each branch of the Legislature. 
Only three votes were cast againstit. This 
completes its passage of the two branches 
this year and is the second year of its 
course. So all that remains now is 
for it to be adopted by the people. It is 
hardly conceivable that it can be rejected, 
for it is clearly imperative to prevent a 
possible double Legislature, against which 
we have had repeated warning and it also 
compels the attendance of a majority of 
members in each branch, to which the 
people are entitled from their representa- 
tives. 

By the strong vote of 42 to 36 the House 
has refused to order to a third reading the 
bill to compel the registration of all who 
practice medicine. It was an attempt on 
one side to drive out quacks who are im- 
posing upon the public and fleecing them 
out of large sums of money. On the other 
hand it was opposed as an interference with 
the right of the people to choose their own 
doctors. 

A bill which has had a favorable vote in 
the House provides that in certain cases 
the polls at State and city elections may be 
opened at6 o'clock in the morning. Its 
reason is that workmen may have an op- 
portunity to vote before going to work at 
7 o'clock. 

The labor men made a determined effort 
for their bill to reduce the time of women 
and minors in factories to fifty-eight hours 
aweek and they fully expected that it 
would pass the House, but the weighty 
remoustrances of the manufacturers, sup- 
plemented by hard work against the bill, 
led to its defeat by 72 to 87 on ordering it 
toa third reading. Wednesday afternoon 
a motion to reconsider was lost by 92 to 
120. Now the labor men have been 
threatening tbat it shall be the political 
death of Mr. Wardwell of Haverhill, who 
was the chief speaker against the bill, and 
they also boast that it will be a burden to 
the Republican party; but Mr. Wardwell 
defies them. 

The House has admitted a very strong 
bill to stop absolutely the business of bond 
investment companies. 

A bill has been reported to prevent the 
erection of any building over 140 feet high, 
except elevators and refineries, steeples, 
cupolas and the like. 

Gév. Russell’s message on the sweating 
system bas resulted in a bill to forbid the 
distribution of clothing from infectious 
tenement houses. 

It is proposed to appropriate $75,000 for 
the representation of the State at the 
World's fair at Chicago. RULE.

Spear, Albert Keating, Wyman Nightin- 
gale and others who greatly enjoyed the 
festive occasion.

Mayor Fairbanks, 


The next witness, reviewed the action of 
the town and city, and put in the reports 
which had been made on the question. 

To Mr. Goulding he said the valuation of 
the city was $13,000,000, and the debt 
$191,000. The city had no sewerage but 
had adopted a plan. 

Eugene N, Hultman, of Washington 
street, was the next witness. Had taken 
company water 4 years; at times was very 
poor; it smelled bad, fish being predomi- 
nant ; generally colored, winter as well as 
summer; it was too offensive to use last 
summer and he got drinking water else- 
where ; bad for month or more; scum ap- 
peared on surface upon heating ; necessary 
to use filter and turn several times a day, 
green slime would accumulate; genera) 
complaint among his neighbors. 

To Mr. Goulding he said water had been 
pretty good since Jan. 1, but was now dis- 
colored ; find deposits in filter now, but 
more particularly last summer; came to 
hearing of his own accord. 

H. A. Keith, of Wollaston, testified to 
the color, smell and taste as being always 
bad and offensive; odor sometimes bad; 
thought tasted worse after a rain. 

James Edwards, of School street, said be 
had the company water put in, but one 
taste was sufficient and he not drank it 
since; used only for bathing and then only 
after heating. 

To Mr. Goulding he said he believed city 
would furnish water 25 per cent. cheaper, 
and certainly purer; he had no antipathy 
against the company, some of the members 
being persona! friends 


Would Favor Buying 
Present works, but did not consider the 
water worth anything. 

Joseph L. Whiton, of Quincy, an ex- 
member of the Board of Health, testified 
to the color, taste and smell being very bad; 
he depended ona well; it'was the same 
with his neighbors; couldn’t use water 
sometime to wash clothes; had not investi- 
gated causes. 

A. W. Sprague of Wollaston, corrobo- 
rated preceding witnesses as to color, taste 
and smell; thought it was caused by 
decaying vegetables; couldn’t drink water 
as itcame from pipes; boiled all that he 
used; his was a new house and he had no 
well; had never made complaint to 
company. 

Councilman Bass did not have supply at 
house; at factory the operatives objected 
to it; testified as member of Committee on 
Fire Department to unwillingness of 
company to extend mains, particularly in 
the thickly settled and growing section 
around Liberty street in Ward Three; city 
would have put in hydrants had extensions 
been made; company wanted ten per 
cent. guarantee of cost. 

Councilman Rinn of Atlantic had heard 
considerable complaint against water, and 
for this reason had not put in supply; there 
were from 260 to 270 voters in the ward and 
he has secured the signatures of 93 since 
Friday, to a petition favoring independent 
supply; no one refused to sign. 

Councilman Newcomb didn’t like the 
water and did not use ; neighbors who had 
supply came to his well; very decided 
opinion in Ward Two for new supply of 
better water ; the Council committee hav- 
ing the matter in charge, had no animus 
against company ; a thorough investigation 
was made; could get no satisfaction from 
company as to terms. 


President Thompson 


Of the Council had introduced water two 
years ago; it was very poor at seasons, 
when he depended on neighbor's wells ; 
water colored pitchers; had taken sample 
from reservoir in February last by means 
of a jug thrown overboard by a clothes 
line ; sample forwarded to Dr. Curstin of 
Medford, sealed ; analyzed unfit for drink- 
ing purposes ; he or the Council had no 
animus against company; sentiment was 
that city was entitled to better water; he 
was a thorough believer in the right of city 
to petition for charter; would be in case 
the water was not objectionable ; believed 
should be public property ; did not know 
how many mills there were on Blue Hill or 
Monatiquot river. 

Ex-President Federhen of City Council 
didn’t use company water in house because 
of color and smell ; believed people desired 
something better. 

Councilmen Warner had circulated a 
petition favoring new supply in Ward 
Three the past week; all eagerto sign; no 
one refused; reviewed the matter of ex- 
tended pipes to the Liberty street section 
which company refused to do. 

Councilman Duffield of Quincy Neck, 
said the company had refused to extend 
main one-eighthof mile to the thickly 
settled section of Quincy Neck, although 
city offered bonus of $300,and would put 
in hydrant. 

At one o’clock the committee adjourned 
the hearing until 5 Pp. mM. 


The Second Hearing 
~ 


Began at 5 p.m. Asa P, French, Esgq., 
counsel for Randolph and~ Holbrook, said 
those towns did not appear as remon- 
strants to petition, but to the scheme to 
take water from filter galleries so near 
Great pond; he wanted to be heard later. 

Councilman Moxon of Atlantic, testified 
tothe uniformly poor quality, at times 
exceedingly bad and obnoxious to taste 
and smell; he had been compelled to drive 
a well; the rates were. excessive; knew 
instances where they were twice as high as 
Boston. 

Councilman Roberts testified to the 
objectionable qualities. 

Councilman Powers testified to bad 
smell, taste and looks; citdd failure of the 
company to extend pipes to“ the Rail” and 
elsewhere, and also to the poor hydrant 
pressure at times; people had given up idea 
of ever getting extensions as long as 
company controlled; company did not 
allow hydrants to be tested; knew of 
failures to extend mains when guaranteed 
percentage required. 

Principal Assessor Pope knew his 
neighborhood to be dissatisfied with the 
present supply. 

Councilman Jones didn’t take water 
because he couldn’t get it; all but two 
houses on his street agreed to take water 
and the city would have put in a hydrant, 
but still the company refused to extend. 

A. W. Newcomb, of Quincy Neck, re- 
viewed the correspondence between the 
town and the company regarding the ex- 
tension of mains to Quincy Neck. 

Lawyer Pattee then put in petitions 
signed by about 700, favoring new supply; 
he reserved privilege to put in table of 
water rates in comparison, and the petitions 
rested. 

Lawyer Goulding opened for the remon- 
strance, and 


Dr. John A, Gordon 


Was the first witness. He proceeded with- 
out questioning to explain the situation. 
His early interest in the sanitary condition 
of the town, and the failure of the town to 
act favorably on articles relating to water 
supplies. The condition was deplorable, 
and in 1883 he associated himself with 
others and secured the Quincy Water Com- 
pany charter. The company covered most 
of the town then with pipes. A contract 
Was made with town which was to take so 
many hydrants at $35 each for ten years, 
and as many additional as it wished at the 
same price. Town had privilege to extend 
contract 25 years. Considered the pipes 
used the best for the purpose. Company 


The 
pipes used cost as much as cast iron pipes. 


The well first used furnished a pure and 


satisfactory supply, but it became necessary 
to increase the supply. An attempt was 
made to filter the water from the brook, 
but it was unsuccessful and abandoned. 
Then a well was constructed in meadow, 
but this did not prove satisfactory, and 
finally the reservoir was constructed about 
two years ago. 

Primarily the Blue hill river and the 
Town river were considered, and the latter 
determined the most feasible supply, and 
adopted. The company were alive to as- 
certain the proper method of purifying the 
water and would then remedy it. The 
water supply had been a great benefit to 
town and city. It now has 1191 takers 
supplying a population of 8000 and also 
the school buildings. The streets and 
lawns could be watered. The health of 
the city was improved. He cited figures 
to prove that there were less deaths from 
typhoid fever in houses supplied with 
water. 

After company obtained its charter 
members urged the town to buy before con- 
struction begun. Denied it was the pur- 
pose of the company to get into the field 
simply for speculative purposes. He ad- 
mitted it isa fact that the water in the 
reservoir was not good when first flowed 
and was only used when absolutely neces- 
sary. 

At this point the hearing adjourned to 
10 a. m. Thursday. 


Thursday’s Hearing. 


Promptly at the appointed hour the Com- 
mittee resumed the hearing, and for half 
an hour Councilman Sherman was ex- 
amined and cross examined. He believed 
the city should purchase the present works 
and opposed the petition for the new 
supply. The question with him was how 
would the new supply be supported. Cer- 
tainly the company could afford to sell at 
as low rates as the city. 

John C. Randall was the next witness. 
Thought water perfectly good from his 
own personal observation and of his doctor. 

To Mr. Pattee he said he was a member 
of the same firm as Mr. Sherman and a 
brother-in-law of Dr. Faxon. His investi- 
gation of the source of the company sup- 
ply had been very slight, only as he rode in 
the neighborhood. Had seen piggeries in 
neighborhood of supply. Never on Dr. 
Simond’s grounds. Had heard unfavorable 
comments on the water, and knew neigh- 
bors who purchased spring water. 

To Mr. Goulding he said he thought the 
movement had started in opposition to Dr. 
Faxon, who was a very active man and 
had made enemies in politics and elsewhere. 
Water was dirty but not unwholesome. 
Doubted if a two-thirds vote could be ob- 
tained for acceptance of proposed act. 

To Mr. Pattee he said he heard the move- 


ment was to get leverage on the company. | 
| 


Persons friendly to the company had told 
him so, but he was unwilling to tell who 
they were. Had assisted Dr. Faxon, and 
held water stock as ccllateral. 

Dr. J. A. Gordon was recalled. He pre- 
sented a table which averaged analyses of 
water of various supplies, which he ex- 
plained. The Quincy water was above the 
average in color, but this did not make it 
objectionable as to health. The total 
residue was about the average; this 
feature did not represent the absolute im- 
purity. The loss on ignition was the most 
important column, and in this, Quincy 
compared very favorably. The free am- 
monia was of little importance, but Quincy 
stood low. Albuminoid was the actually 
injurious element and again Quincy com- 
pared very favorably. The excess of 
chlorine was due to the proximity to salt 
water, The company has in mind plans to 
free Quincy water from objectionable 
features. He denied that the company did 
not extend its mains. It had twenty-one 
and one-half miles at first, and in six years 
had increased to thirty-three and one-half 
miles. 

To Mr. Pattee he said the water question 
had been before the town at four 
meetings previous to the granting of the 
charter to the company ; twice when com- 
mittees were appointed and twice when 
they reported. He was not able to give 
any of the original business of the corpora- 
tion, and could not enlighten the commit- 
tee on details of first expense. His chief 
interest was that of a sanatarian. In 1887 
he held 97 shares which represented cash 
paid at par value. In 1888 his number of 
shares had increased to 144; the increase 
represented part cash. An annual meeting 
was held in 1890 and the return made Oct. 
27. He then read the report of Engineer 
Blake made in 1883 just previous to putting 
in the works. Believed one of the sources 
then recommended was the one now pro- 
posed for city. He admitted that it was 
generally the case that there was less 
typhoid fever where there were water sup- 
plies. Had never recognized disagreeable 
smell of the water at his house, but had at 
others where little used. 

To Engineer Blake the doctor said the 
table of analysis was made up from the re- 
port of the State Board of Health. It was 
not printed there as a table. The most 
harmful elements not shown by average. 
Mere chemical analysis don’t always indi- 
cate the unhealthfulness, Dangerous ele- 
ments might exist but not be visible. 


John Quincy Adams 


Was next called. He understood his name 
headed a petition favoring a new supply. 
If so, he desired it stricken off. He con- 
curred with the opening remarks of ex- 
Gov. Robinson, that it was the height of 
impolicy for the Legislature to proceed 
with the hearing without the approval of 
the State Board of Health of the plan. 


Charles F. Adams 


The next called, also desired his name 
stricken from the petition signed two years 
ago. Did not sign as a club, but to bring 
about a settlement; to put the city ina 
more favorable condition to purchase. 
Thought company unreasonable. Favored 
purchase rather than allow the streets to 
be dug up again. 

To Mr. Pattee’s question if he was will- 
ing to have his name used as stated, he 
said it so appeared. 


M. M. Tidd, a Civil Engineer, 


Was next called. He had been interested 
in the construction of thirty-five water 
works. Had investigated scheme proposed 
by Engineer Blake. As a rule subteranean 
supplies should be avoided, as some were 
not successful. Better to get visible supply 
where possible. Regarded proposed supply 
by filter gallery treacherous and dangerous 
upon what investigation had been made. 
Should never think of using hydraulic 
pump in making such an investigation. If 
gallery had any worth at all, it must draw 
water from all directions, and would inevi- 
tably draw from Great pond. It would be 
difficult to tell to what extent. Regarding 
the proposed reservoir, it was one he had 
examined some years ago to increase the 
Great pond supply when necessary. 
Thought it would cost $800,000 to clear the 
reservoir of muck and trees and put it in 
proper condition. A flow of twenty-three 
feet atthe dam would bring the water toa 
level of Houghton’s pond. The indica- 
tions were that the company would obtain 
a very clean supply from its reservoir. It 
was vegetable matter which caused the 
coloring. Weymouth water, which was 
higher colored, was considered very good 
water. The quality of the company’s water 
was fully equal tothe average. The taste 
will improve and in eight or ten years be 
as good as a natural pond. The dam and 
pumping station were well built and the 
machinery was very good. 

The pipes used were very good ; he had 
used them in two placcs in the West. Mr. 
McClellan was far from being itinerant ; he 
was faithful, conscientious and his word as 
good as his bond. A cut of from four to 
seven feet for 2500 feet would bring the 


| 


waters of the Monatiquot river into the 
Town river supply. There was a chance 
onthe Town river to erect other storage 
basins. 

To Lawyer French he said it depended 
entirely on the condition of the soil whether 
the proposed filter gallery would draw from | 
Great pond. Would not be worth building | 
if it did not. Water must flow from pond | 
to maintain place of saturation. Thought 
Great pond would be sufficient for coming | 
needs of Braintree, Randolph and Hol-| 
brook, but, must be made large enough to| 
hold all the water which comes down the 
water shed. Great pond was shallow; only 
one point over ten feet. Had seen time} 
when no water run out. Engineer Tidd 
was on the stand at one o'clock, when the | 
committee adjourned until next Thursday | 
at 10a. M.

“The statue of Father Junipero Serra, 
being erected in this city for Mrs. Leland 
Stanford, is progressing as fast as the deli- 
cate Work and care of such an undertak- 
ing will permit. The work is being done 
by Messrs. Bisson, Sr. and Jr., of San Jose, 
j} and, will, when completed, be a work well 
worthy of their pride. Some slight altera- 


tions have been deemed necessary in order 
| to improve the strength and appearance of 
the statue, for instance; instead of both 
hands projecting out, a cross being held in 
one, the sculptor (Mr. Bisson, Jr.) has sup- 
limented a bible held in one hand pressed 
closely to the heart, this feature strengthens 
that portion of the figure and will make 
breakage less possible. A great improve- 
ment too has been made on the head, the 


expression of the face being much im- 
proved. The whole figure is being made 


of Sierra Nevada granite, (a superior article) 
and in the hands of such skilled werkmen 
as the Bissons, will give the old capital a 
monument to be proud of.

‘* Almost the first thing one notices on 
entering the town of Quincy, Massachusetts, 
are the numerous derricks perched high on 
the hillsides, the long rows of sheds with 
piles of rough granite lying around them, 
monuments tastily arranged to catch the 
eye of the purchaser, and the ring of the 
hammers, all giving the 
general appearance of a place where the

“A trip to the quarries and sheds may 
prove beneficial as well as interesting to 
the visitor.

I will try and explain how granite is quar- 
ried, cut, polished and made ready for the 
market. The first places to visit are the 
quarries, of which there are several kinds 
and grades. There are the sheet quarries 
where the granite lays in fine horizontal 
sheets, varying in thickness from six inches 
up to fifteen feet. Then there is what is 
called the up and down quarries where the 
granite lays in every conceivable shape, and 
what is remarkable about this is that these

AN ACT RELATING TO THE WATERING OF 
STREETS IN CITIES.

Be it enacted, etec., as follows: 

SecTION 1. Any city, the population of 
which exceeds thirty thousand, as deter- 
mined by the last preceding state or na- 
tional census, may annually appropriate 
money to water all or any of the public 


| streets within its limits, or it may deter-

abutting on such street or portion of such 
street in proportion to the number of linear 
feet of each estate upon such street or 
portion thereof so watered. 

The amount of such assess- 
ment upon each estate shall be determined 
in accordance with the provisions of sec- 
tion two, by the board of aldermen, board 
of public works, board of street commis- 
sioners, superintendent of streets, or other 
ofticer designated therefor by the city coun- 
cil of the city, and unless previously paid 
shall be certified by such board,superinten- 
dent or other officer, to the assessors or 
collector of taxes of the city who shall in- 
clude the same in the next tax bill issued 
for an annual tax on such estate, and the 
same shail be a lien upon each such estate, 
and shall be considered as constituting a 
part of, and shall be levied, collected and 
or abated, in the same manner as 
the city taxes on real estate. 

Secr. 4. Any city, the population of 
which does not exceed thirty thousand, 
which shall adopt the provisions of this

Appointments to fill vacancies which may 
occur by death, resignation or otherwise, 
shall be made without delay by the Mayor, 
and he may remove any Water Commis- 
sioner from office for the causes and in the 
manner provided in Section 27 of Chapter 
347, of the acts of the year 1888.

Secr. 12. The said Commissioners shall 
superintend and direct the construction and 
performance of all the works, matters and 
things mentioned in the preceding sections; 
they shall be subject to such ordinances, 
rules and regulations in the execution of 
such duties, as the City Council may 
from time to time ordain and establish, not 
inconsistent with the provisions of this act 
and the laws of this Commenwealth, pro- 
vided however that whenever a system of 
water works under the provisions of this act 
shall be substantially completed and put in 
successful operation, said Commissioners, 
upon written request of thé Mayor, shall 
transfer the same to the Commissioner of 
Public Works of said City, and thereupon 
the powers of said Board of Water Commis- 
sioners shall cease, and all of its powers shall 
be vested in and all of its duties imposed 
upon said Commissioner of Public Works. 
Said Water Commissioners shall make all 
contracts for the above purposes in the name 
and behalf of the city, but no contract shall 
be made by them which involves the expen- 
diture of money not already appropriated for 
the purpose by the City Council of 
said Quincy. A majority of said Commis- 
sioners shall be a quorum for the exercise of 
the powers and the performance of the duties 
of the commission. 

Secr. 13. The occupant of any tenement 
shall be liable for the payment of the rates 
for the use of the water in such tenement, 
and the owner thereof shall also be liable, 
and all sums due for the use of water under 
this act shall constitute a lien upon the real

Quincy Public Water Supply. 


The petition of the Mayor of Quincy for 
authority to establish and maintain a 
public water supply, has secured a favorable 
report from the Legislative Committee, 
The bill is exactly what the city asked for, 
and was reported at the session of the 
House Wednesday afternoon, by Represen- 
tative Burke of this city, who is a member 
of the committee, 

There were four dissenters to the report, 
viz: Senator Wyer of Middlesex, Repre- 
sentatives Johnson of Haverhill, McFethries 
of Springfield, and Nutting of Northamp- 
ton. The committee is composed of eleven 
members, and two out of three senators 
and five out of eight representatives 
favored the bill. 

The important sections of the act are 
given in full below and the others in sub- 
stance: 


AN Act To AUTHORIZE THE 


Quincy To INTRODUCE 
WATER SupP_y. 


City oF 
A PUBLIC 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows:— 


Section 1. The city of Quincy, for the 
purpose of supplying the said city and the 
inhabitants thereof with pure water for the 
extinguishment of fires and for domestic and 
other purposes, either independently of the 
works of the Quincy Water Company or after 
the purchase of the franchise, corporate 
property, rights and privileges of said 
corporation, may take, hold and convey 
into and through said city, the waters of 
Blue Hill river and of the tributaries thereof, 
excepting Braintree Great pond and Hough- 
ton’s pond in the town of Milton,at any point 
or points in said city of Quincy and the 
towns of Braintree, Randolph and Milton, 


with any water rights connected therewith, 
and may also take and hold by purchase or 
otherwise any land, rights of way, easements 
and real estate necessary for laying, con- 
structing and maintaining pipes, aqueducts, 
water courses, reservoirs, storage basins, 
dams, filter galleries, and such other works 
as may be deemed necessary for collecting, 
purifying, storing, retaining, discharging, 
conducting and distributing said waters. 

Sect. 2. Said city shall, within sixty 
days after taking any lands, rights of way, 
water rights, water sources or easements 
aforesaid, otherwise than by purchase, for 
the purpose of this act, file and cause to be 
recorded in the registry of deeds for the 
county of Norfolk a description thereof, 
sufficiently accurate for identification, with 
astatement of the purpose for which the 
same was taken, which statement shall be 
signed by the Mayor. 

Secr. 3. Said city, for the purpose afore- 
said, may construct aqueducts and main- 
tain the same; may construct and maintain 
dams, reservoirs, storage basins, filter gal- 
leries, and other proper works; may erect 
buildings and machinery; may make and 
establish such public fountains and hydrants 
as may from time to time be deemed proper, 
and may change or discontinue the same 
may regulate the use of water, and establish 
the rates to be paid uherefor, and collect the 
same by process of law. Said city may also 
for the purposes aforesaid, carry any pipe, 
drain or aqueduct over or under any river, 
Water course, street, railroad, public way, 
highway or other way, in such manner as 
not unnecessarily to obstruct the same, and 
may enter upon and dig up such road, street 
or way for the purpose of laying down, main- 
taining or repairing any pipe, drain or aque- 
duct, and may do any other thing necessary 
and proper in executing the purposes of this 
act. 

Srcr. 4. If said city enters upon and digs 
up for the purposes aforesaid or by reason of 
anything authorized by this act injures any 
road, street or way which is outside the lim- 
its of said city, it shall be subject to such 
reasonable regulations as may be prescribed 
by the selectmen of the town in which such 
road, street or way is located, and shall re- 
store the same to as good order and condition 
as it was in when such digging commenced, 
or before such injury occurred; and shall 
forever maintain all railings which may be 
necessary on account of any alteration re- 
quired to be made in the grade of any portion 
of any street by reason of anything done un- 
der the authority of this act; and the work 
shall be done and all repairs be made in such 
manner and with such care as not to render 
any road, street or way in which such pipes 
are laid, unsafe or unnecessarily inconven- 
ient to the public travel thereon. Said city 
shall at all times indemnify and save harm- 
less any such town which is liable to keep in 
repair any road, street or way aforesaid 
against all damages and costs which may be 
recovered against it, and shall reimburse to 
it all expense which it shall reasonably incur | 
in the defense of suits or otherwise by reason 
of any defect or want of repair in such road, 
street or way, caused by the placing, mainte- 
nance, repairing or replacing of said pipes, or 
by reason of any injury to persons or prop- 
erty, caused by any defect or want of repair 
in any such pipes; provided, that said city 
has notice of any claim or suit for such dam- 
age or injury, and an opportunity to assume 
the defence thereof. 

Sections 5 and 6 hold the city liable to pay 
all damages sustained by any persons or cor- 
| porations, by the taking of or injury of any 
} of their land, water, water rights, rights of 
Way, easements or property, and provide how 
the same may be recovered. 

Srecr.7. No application shall be made to 
the court for the assessment of damages for 
the taking of any water rights, or for any 
injury thereto, until the water is actually 
withdrawn or diverted by said city under the 
authority of this act. 

Section 8 provides that the city may 
make a tender in settlement of claims for 
damages. 

Sxcr. 9. For the purpose of defraying the 
cost of such property, land, easements, water 
and water rights as may be purchased, taken 
or held for the purpose aforesaid, and of 
constructing the works authorized by this 
act, and paying all expenses incident thereto, 
the city of Quincy shall have the authority 
to issue notes, scrip or bonds, to be denomi- 
nated on the face thereof Quincy Public 
Water Supply Loan, to an amount not ex- 
ceeding four hundred thousand dollars, 
bearing interest not exceeding five per 
centum per annum, payable semi-annually, 
the principal to be payable at periods of not 
more than thirty years from the issuing of 
such notes, scrip or bonds respectively. Said 
city may sell the same, or any part thereof, 
from time to time, or pledge the same for 
money borrowed for the above purposes; but 
the same shall not be sold or pledged for less 
than the par value thereof. Said city shall 
pay the interest as it accrues on said loan, 
aud shall establish a sinking fund and shall 
contribute thereto annually a sum sufficient 
with its accumulations to pay the principal 
| of said loan at maturity ; and said sinking 
fund shall remain sacred and inviolate and 
pledged to the payment of said principal and 
shall be used for no other purpose. The 
provisions of Sections ten and eleven of 
chapter twenty-nine of the Public Statutes 
shall so far as applicable, apply to said sink- 
ing fund. | 

Secr. 10. The said city of Quincy instead 
of establishing a sinking fund may, at the 
time of authorizing said loan, provide for 
the payment thereof in such annual pro- 
portionate payments as will extinguish the 
same within the time prescribed in this act ; 
and when such vote has been passed by the 


committee voted to report.

Sxcr. 14. Whoever wantonly or malici- 


ously diverts the water, or any part thereof, 


taken or held by said city pursuant to the 
provisions of this act, or corrupts the same, 
or renders it impure, or destroys or injures 
any dam, aqueduct, pipe, conduit, hydrant, 
machinery or other works or propeity held, 
owned or used by said city under the author- 
ity and for the purposes of this act, shall 
forfeit and pay to said city three times the 
amount of the damages assessed therefor, to 
be recovered in an action of tort ; and on con- 
viction of either of the wanton or malicious 
acts aforesaid may also be punished by fine 
not exceeding three hundred dollars, or by 
imprisonment not exceeding one year in the 
house of correction in said county of Norfolk. 

Secr. 15. So much of Chapter three 
hundred and forty-seven of the acts of the 
year 1888 and acts in amendment thereof as 
is inconsistent with the provisions of this 
act is hereby repealed. 

Sgcr. 16. This act shall be submitted to 
the qualified voters of the city of Quincy for 
its acceptance and shall be void unless such 
voters, voting in their respective wards or 
precincts, at a legal meeting’called by order 
of the City Council in the same manner as 
meetings for municipal elections are called, 
shall within three years from the passage of 
this act determine by ballot by a two-thirds 
vote of those present and voting to accept the 
same. 

Sect. 17. So much of this act as author- 
izes the submission of the question of its 
acceptance to the legal voters of said city 
shall take effect upon its passage, but it shall 
not take further effect unless and until ac- 
cepted, as hereinbefore provided, by the 
qualified voters of said city, and the number 
of meetings called for the purpose of its ac- 
ceptance shall not exceed three in any one 
year. 


Thursday afternoon Mr. Johnson of 
Haverhill, House chairman of the Water 
Supply Committee, rose to a question of 
privilege and said that the Quincy water 
bill which had been reported to the House 
was not the bill which the committee had 
agreed to report. He moved to recommit 
sothat the committee might correct the 
error. Messrs. Finney of Plymouth and 
Burke of Quincy, of the Water Supply 
Committee, hoped that the bill would not 
be recommitted, but that the committee 
would correct the error without recom- 
mittal. The Speaker said that if the bill 
given to the clerk was different from that 
agreed upon by the committee, then the 
bill must be made to conform to the com- 
mittee’s judgment, otherwise any amount 
of surreptitious change could be made in 
any bill. The recommittal was ordered. 

Mr. Johnson said afterwards that in the 
bill which tbe committee agreed to there 
was no such expression as is in the section, 
“either independently of the works of the 
Quincy Water Company or after the pur- 
chase of the franchise, corporate property, 
rights and privileges of said corporation,” 
and he did not know but other insertions 
had been made. 

The representative of the PATRIOT saw 
Lawyer Pattee Friday. He admitted 
ihat two changes, which he considered im- 
material, were made in the bill which the 
They were at 
the request and suggestion of Representa- 
tive Quincy. Mr. Pattee was rather op- 
posed to the changes, but got considering 
them material, offered no‘ Stfenuons objec- 
tion. 

It was left with Representative Burke to 
see the members of the Water Supply 
Committee, and get their assent, and he is 
thought to have submitted them to at least 
a majority. A representative of Mr. Quin- 
cy’s experience ought to know what was 
right and wrong. 

One of the changes is that mentioned by 
Mr. Johnson above. Another was an addi- 
tion to Section 13, which provides that all 
sums due for the use of water under this 
act shall constitute a lien upon the real 
estate using or being supplied with water 
to be collected in the same manner as 
taxes upon real estate, or in an action of 
contract in the name of the city of Quincy. 

Several members of the Legislature are 
reported to have been approached by mem- 
bers of the Water Company, and doubtless 
every inch of the ground will be fought.

Boston, April 29, 1891. 

By vote of 115 to 67 and 9 pairs, not the 
necessary two-thirds, the house has defeated 
the constitutional amendment to prevent a 
minority of the people of a town from peti- 
tioning the legislature for a division of the 
It was very warmly debated, but 
it was pretty clearly established that the 
whole move was inspired by the Beverly 
fight and was an effort of the old town to 
prevent division. 

Reference to the next legislature has been 
reported on the petition for a general road 
commissioner of the State, and that report 
has been accepted without any opposition. 
This was the matter in which the bicycle 
people wanted the farmers to take such a 
sefish interest, so their lands would increase 
in value, and their roads be vastly improved. 

The liquor fight still goes on over the re-

action has been reached, however, and 
points of order are of more potency than 
arguments on the merits of the case, if it 
has any. 

Thursday afternoon the house voted for 
the bill to put $250 extra into the pocket 
of every member.

Gov. Russell received on Friday from 
Assistant Comptroller J. R. Garrison of the 
United States, an official statement that 
the share of Massachusetts of the direct 
tax which has been returned is $700,894.14, 
charged to the state on the books of the 
United States is an item of $4,786.26 for 
amount overdrawn by the state. The 
balance due, or $696,107.88, will be sent 
immediately to the state by the United 
States treasurer. 

Mr. Curtis, of Marlboro, who is opposed

1. A great deal of work bad been done 
for the bill on its first stage, and members 
who were opposed to it were persuaded not 
to join in a call for the yeas and nays, so 
the members could be put on record.

That was 
spent and the public is familiar with the 
difficulties in the special gypsy moth com- 
mission, its abolition by the Governor and 
his appointment of Secretary Sessions and 
Messrs. Shaber and Appleton of the State 
Board of Agriculture to carry on the work 
temporarily. On Tuesday a special meet- 
ing of the Board was held and they ap- 
pointed the same three members as the 
permanent commission to destroy the 
gypsy moth. At the same time they voted 
to ask for an additional appropriation, or 
$100,000 in all, 
the moth.

39| But in studying the effect of alcohol on 


| the brain and nervous system we must go 

beyond the speedy action of a single ora 
| few doses and consider the more important, 
| because the more permanent effects of its 
continued use. These effects are varied by 


| the quantity used, the length of time it is 


continued and by the temperament and 
| power of endurance of the drinker. In its 
habitual use four stages of alcoholic change 
are recognized, corresponding in many 
respects with the four acute stages that 
have been described. There is a mild first 
stage where only small quantities are used, 
as where an occasional glass of light wine 
or beer is taken with the meals, and where 
such limits are not exceeded. In this the 
|} condition of the brain and nerves is but 
little changed from the physiological or 
natural state, There is a second stage 
where a change from the normal state is 
more perceptible—where the force and 
regularity of brain and nerve action is im- 
paired, but notin an extreme degree; but 
where the tone of the intellectual and par- 
ticularly of the moral character is lowered, 
but yet where the subject of it is not re- 
garded as a drunkard. 

There is a third stage where there is un- 
questionable intemperance or inebriety— 
where the subject is called a “‘hard drinker’’ 
or “drunkard,”’ according to the degree of 
indulgence; and there is still a more ad- 
vanced or fourth stage where the victim is 
a complete sot, given up to continued and 
extreme indulgence whenever the means 
are within his reach, where there is the 
greatest debasement, physical, mental, 
moral, where there is advanced alcoholism 
or alcoholic disease, where the wretched 
victim is tottering on the verge of destruc- 
tion, unfit for any useful occupation or 
respectable association, a disgrace to him- 
self and friends and a nuisance to all about 
him. These stages shade off into each 
other with no abrupt line of demarkation, 
but are different degrees of the one general 
process of abnormal change. 

The first two milder stages will require 
more discussion, as respecting them there 
are the chief differences of opinion, but 
this discussion will not be entered upon 
until a fuller account has been given of the 
more advanced stages. 

All are ready to admit the very great, 
the almost inexpressible evils to the brain 
and nerves of individuals, to the happiness 
of families. to the interests of communities 
and the country of the third and fourth 
stages of habitual alcoholic Indulgence. 
The changes of the brain usually discover- 
able in its structure, but which more cer- 
tainly exists in its functions, in its actions 
and tendencies, are most profound, and 
are all in the direction of physical, menta) 
and moral! degradation.

Foreign Letter. 


We copy the following interesting letter 
written by a gentl-man of Braintree about 
his travels in Europe, from the BRAINTREE 
OBSERVER. 


Tromso, Norway, 1890. 

Mr. Eprrox: The Lofoden islands, 
which we passed before reaching Tromso, 
lie betwreu 6S and 60 degrees of latitude, 
and form a chain of mountain peaks many 
of which rise abruptly from the sea, and | 
are divided by narrow sounds through 
which the tide runs with considerable force. 
These mountains are for the most part 
covered with a kind of green moss, and 
some are nothing but barren rocks without 
the least sign of vegetation, About these 
islands there are numerous excellent fish- 
ing banks, which during the three fishing 
months are resorted to by more than 
25,000 fishermen. Nearly 6000 fishing boats 
flock to the three principal fishing banks 
within amile of the islands. The shoals 
of cod are so thick that hand line fishers 
with artificial minnow and sinker, hook 
them as fast as the lines are lowered. The 
annual catch is over 20 million about these 
islands. Some are caught in nets, some 
with baited hooks and some caugbt with 
hooks, without bait, by jerking the line 
and hooking the fish. On the whole coast 
of Norway, about 50 millions are taken 
annually. Many of the fish are carefully 
cleaned, and hung in pairs, tied by the tails 
upon long poles, in parallel lines to dry, 
and great quantities are sold fresh to} 
smacksmen who salt them. The heads 
were formerly thrown away, but now they 
are dried, pulverized and converted into 
manure. 

The winter done from the 
middle of January to the middle of April. 
Along these rugged mountainous coasts, 
wherever a bay or tiny fjord, cuts in, or a 
valley between the mountains gives oppor- 
tunity there,one will find a cluster of fisher- 
men’s hu's. 

We have now reached Tromso, a town 
of about 6,000 inhabitants, situated in 69 
deg. 38 unin. latitude, upon an island of the 
same name, It is apparently a busy, thrifty 
town—and through enterprise and success- 
ful fisheries has risen to a very prominent 
position. Its exports are dried fish, 
herrings, train oil and furs. It has con- 
siderable trade not only with Germany, but 
with France and Russia. The French 
carry away cargoes of salted cod-roe, which 
is used as bait in the sardine fishery. The 
town is built mostly of wood, and stands 
upon a beautiful slope, near the summit of 
which there are a number of pretty villas, 
while beyond and around on every side, are

with snow. As we looked out of our cabin 
window we saw two open boats, one of 
which was laden with four or five horses, 
and some boys, it was being pulled across 
the sound by three men, pulling two oars 
each in the other boat. The horses were 
being sent across to accommodate passen- 
gers on steamer who intended to visit the 
Lapps. The Laplanders encampment 1s 
about four miles in'and from ‘Tromso, on 
the opposite shore across the sound, and 
when the steamers arrive with tourists, 
every preparation is made for reception of 
visitors. 

We went ashore in row boats and some 
of the passengers walked, some went in 
carriages, others went horseback, through 
a valley between the mountains to the 
encampment. ‘There we found a small 
colony of Lapps, consisting of five families, 
men, women and children, who occupy 
three miserable huts; they belong to 
Northern Sweden, but migrate to this 
coast for the summer months. Their huts 
are formed of stone, turf, etc., with a door 
upon the side and a hole at the top for the 
exit of smoke. The most interesting 
sight was the reindeer, which were gathered 
together io a large yard. ‘There were more 
than a hundred buddled together driven 
in by the dogs from the mountains. ‘These 
Lapps were a filthy, dirty set of people, 
who apparently never wash or change their 
garments. They were clothed for the

most part with the skin of the reindeer, 
and wore shoes made of the same. All of 
them were eager to sell little articles made 
of reindeer horn, such as knives, spoons, 
etc., to get a little money. The Lapps, as 
arule are short of stature, and not more 
than four to five feet high and the women 
are a trifle shorter; all are thin and spare 
in body, and wear no linen or stockings. 
Bow-legs are common among them. 
They are said to sleep all winter, and 
part of the summer in their daily dress. 
In winter they get into a skin with the 
hair inwards. Not only one entire family, 
but sometimes two or three families occupy 
one small hut—hence, there is no room for 
proper washing, and they are dirty with 
the smoke, soot, and filth of their surround- 
ings. Their clothes are worn to rags, and 
infested with vermin, to which they are as 
indifferent as to dirt. The Lapps may be 
said to live upon the reindeer solely and al- 
most entirely ; their skins make clothes, 
the flesh and milk their food and drink. 
From their horns they make their spoons 
and other utensils, from the skin of the 
head, they make their shoes, from the 
sinews they make thread, and from the 
horns and hoofs, tools and glue. ‘The rein- 
deer is therefore to the Laplander invalu- 
able, as the source of his wealth and his 
subsistence. The reindeer finds its own 
food and support, and the lazy Lapp, 
the child of nature, lives upon the reindeer. 

In spite however of the Lapps’ wretched 
huts, their primitive clothing, their dirty 
faces and filthy condition, their ignorance 
of art, science, or culture, they will rank 
above many races, in the treatment of 
women. They asa race, leave women to 
their household work and maternal duties; 
the men doing the heavy work, and women 
the lighter. The work of lassoing and 
driving the reindeer from the mountains to 
the camp is dune by the men with the aid 
of dogs. And there is nothing which indi- 
cates the inferiority of women. When milk 
is wanted, the lasso is thrown from 30 to 50 | 
feet, and shooting over the horns of many, | 
it loops unerringly upon the horns of the 
deer which is wanted, then after a struggle 
between the two, the Lapp conquers, aud 
when near, grasps the horns of the deer. 
The quantity of milk obtained is small, not 
much over a gill from each, and they are 
milked only twice a week. The deer attain 
their growth when from four to five years 
of age, and after that time their horns do 
not change much in size or form, and they 
seldom live to be over fourteen or sixteen 
years old. 

Just before leaving the encampment, the 
deer were given their liberty and they 
scampered off into the mountains in a 
hurry, as though glad to get up the sleep 
hillsides and far away.

What the Owl Does. 

It is well known that owls hunt by night; 
but it may be less a matter of common 
knowledge that, like other birds of prey, 
they return by the mouth the hard, indi- 
gestible parts of the food in the form of 
elongated pellets. These are found in con- 
siderable quantities about the bird’s haunts, 
and an examination of them reveals the 
fact that owls prey upon a number of pre- 
daceous creatures, the distruction of which 
is directly beneficial toman. The evidence 
gained in this way is infallible; and to 
show to what an extent owls assist in pre- 
serving the balance of nature, it may be 
mentioned that 700 pellets examined yielded 
the remains of 16 bats, 3 rats, 237 mice, 
603 moles, 1500 shrews, 22 birds. These 
truly remarkable results were obtained 
from the common barn owl; and the re- 
mains of 22 birds were those 19 sparrows, 
1 greenfinch and 2 swifts.—Once « Week.

Large Block of Granite. 


Late Saturday afternoon a blast was 
made at the quarries of the O. 'f. Rogers 
Granite Company, West Quincy, by which 
an immense block of granite of the finest 
quality was moved from its original bed. 
It is 25 feet wide, 20 feet thick and 70 feet 
lopg, and is estimated to contain 30,000 
cubic feet and to weigh 2,500 tons. The 
top of this large stone was cleared about 
forty years ago by Noah Cummings, who 
was a member of the firm of O. T. Rogers 
& Co, at that time, but he was obliged to 
stop work on it on account of the water, 
having no steam pumps in those days, as 
at present. 

The O. T. Rogers Granite Company have 
been five years cleaning the front of this 
stone so as to be able to start it in one 
solid piece, and have been successful in so 
doing. It is believed to be the largest 
single piece of granite ever started at one 
blast in Quincy.

Swedish St. Paul Church.

Another Fire.

Favorable to New Building. 


A special meeting of the School Com- 
mittee was held Tuesday evening, all mem- 
bers, with the exception of Dr. J. A. 
Gordon being present. 

The special business to come before the 
committee was the matter of better school 
accommodations for Ward Three. 

Messrs. Claflin, Crane and Keith the 
sub-committee appointed at the regular 
meeting reported that there are at present 
accommodated in the John Hancock build- 
ing 522 pupils and as there are but eight 
rooms in the building there are over sixty- 
five pupils to a room, which is too many, 
and the number of school children in this 
section is rapidly increasing which shows 
the need of better facilities. 

The commitee after some discussion de- 
termined to suggest to the City Council the 
following two plans: 

First,—that an addition of four rooms be 
made to the John Hancock building, and 
the bonding or purchasing of a lot of land 
on the Plains, with the idea of erecting a 
building there at some future time. 

Second,—that a building of not less than 
eight rooms be erected on the Plains imme- 
diately. 

The idea of these two plans is to impress 
upon the Council the great need of more 
school room, and to have them take imme- 
diate action. 

A committee consisting of Messrs. Roach, 
Cotton and Sheahan was appointed to con- 
sider the matter of instruction in technical 
grammar in the schools. 


For the Patriot. 
From the State House. 


Boston, May 13, 1891. 

The division of the State into congres- 
sional districts was reported in the House 
Thursday forenoon and it is a thorough 
shakeup from the present arrangement. 
In the first place the numbering begins at 
the west, instead of the east. The western 
district is number one, instead of number 
twelve; the Cape Cod district is number 
thirteen, instead of number one. The 
first district takes all west of the Connecti- 
cut river, except Northampton and East- 
hampton. District number two also ex- 
tends across the whole breadth of the 
State and the eastern line of towns is 
Winchendon, Templeton, Barre, Oakham, 
North Brookfield, Brookfield, Brimfield 
and Holland. District number three takes 
southern Worcester, except Milford aud 
Hopedale, and includes Hopkinton in 
Middlesex. District number four takes 
northern Worcester, except what is num- 
ber two, and a great share of Middlesex. 
Number five takes Lowell and Lawrence. 
Number 6 is Cape Ann and adjacent ports. 
Lynn, Malden and Chelsea are the largest 
places in number seven (which includes 
Congressman Lodge and Speaker Barrett). 
Cambridge, Somerville, and part of Boston 
make most of number eight. Nine is in 
the heavy Democratic wards of Boston. 
Ten takes South Boston, the Dorchester 
and Roxbury wards and Milton and Quincy. 
Number eleven extends from Belmont to 
Milford and North Attleboro. Number 
twelve takes eastern Norfolk, northern 
Bristol and nearly all Plymouth county. 
Number thirteen cuts straight across the 
State south of Plymouth (town), Middle- 
boro and Dighton. On the presidential 
vote of 1888 all the districts are Republican 
but two. On the congressional vote of 
1890 the Republicans carried numbers two, 
three, four, six, seven, twelve and thirteen, 
and the Democrats numbers one, five, 
eight, nine, ten and eleven. But that was 
a phenomenal vote and there are really 
only two sure Democratic districts. How- 
ever, they have strong hopes of others and 
so accept the bill. 

The House this forenoon passed to be 
engrossed the bill to incorporate the Quincy 
electric freight railway. Mr. Quincy of 
Quincy had it amended so that the location 
of the tracks shall be under the direction 
of the City Council of Quincy. The bill 
now goes to the Senate. 

The fight over the Quincy water bill is 
still brewing and the committee will take 
up the matter on Friday. They stand five 
to five, the Senate chairman, Mr. Bradley 
of Essex, not having declared himself. 
The delay is due to the recommittal in 
consequence of the slight alteration made 
after the committee acted upon the bill. 
That alteration was made by Mr. Quincy 
and was supposed to be acceptable to the 
dissenters on the committee. Mr. Burke 
of Quincy saw personally every member of 
the committee and procured his agreement 
to the change, so far as he was personally 
interested, with the exception of Mr. John- 
son of Haverhill, who was absent on the 
day when the change was made. Every- 
thing was done fairly and honorably, so 
far as the change in the bill was concerned, 
and there was no intention of putting any- 
thing through without the full knowledge 
of every member of the committee. It will 
be seen from the position of the committee 
how utterly impossible it will be to foretell 
the result when the matter gets into the 
House and Senate, whether the city of 
Quincy or the Quincy Water Company will 
carry the day. 

The Senate on Thursday passed to be 
engrossed the Donovan bill to repeal the 
prohibition of a public bar, which has also 
in it a provision to save it from being de- 
feated on the point of order that it had 
been acted upon before. In the course of 
the debate Senator Champlin of Suffolk, a 
Republican, stated that the liquor dealers 
spent $50,000 iast fall to elect senators and 
representatives who would vote to repeal 
the public bar law. The vote for the en- 
grossment of the bill was 2lto 12. The 
twelve were all Republicans and the twenty- 
one were all Democrats but three. 

Senator Donovan, from whom the above 
bill is named the Donovan Dill, moved a 
bill to repeal the law which permits owners 
of property within twenty-five feet of where 
it is proposed to exercise a liquor license 
to enter an effective objection. He said it 
caused blackmnail. This was denied and 
his bill was rejected 12to 18, The twelve 
were all Democrats and two Democrats— 
Eaton and Thayer—voted with the Re- 
publicans. 

The Senate also passed on Thursday to 
be engrossed the bill to enable cities and 
towns to make and sell gas and electric 
light. The Nationalists say they have won a 
great victory in support of the Bellamy 
doctrine, but considering the provisions of 
the bill, one of the senators charged the 
Nationalist leaders to their face of being 
in league with the present gas and electric 
light companies. Doubtless they are not, 


and yet the bill amply protects present 1 


property. 

The Senate on Friday passed to be en- 
grossed the House bill to stop fraudulent 
foreign corporations of Maine, New Hamp- 
shire, New Jersey and West Virginia from 
doing business in this State unless they 
comply with certain regulations so that 
their standing can be known. It is the bill 
over which the great fight occurred in the 
House, but with the objectionable part re- 
moved. 

The House passed to be engrossed the 
bill to limit the height of buildings in 
cities to 125 feet. Mr. Ladd of Boston was 
against it because it would stop building 
epterprise and because it was in the interest 
of real estate speculators who wanted Bos- 
ton to struggle out horizontally, rather 
than grow upward. But almost nobody in 
the House agreed with him. 

Friday afternoon the House came to its 
first vote on the doomage bill. This is the 
outcome of the work of the Equal Taxation 
League, of the stand taken by the State 
Board of Agriculture and of the work of 
the granges. It requires complete lists of 
personal property to be made and sworn to 
by every taxpayer to the assessors. If 
the person neglects to do this or to 
answer questions to enable the assessors 
to find out all his personal property, 
he is to be taxed for double the amount 
they put down to him and there can be no 
abatement unless he can show that he was 
not at fault in not returning the full 
amount of personal property. The bill 
was very bitterly opposed, but the House 
voted for it, 107 to 59, 

The great fight inthe House over the 
assessment endowment orders came on 
Monday, the issue being whether com- 
panies of other states should be permjtted 
to continue on the same terms as those of 
Massachusetts. The insurance commis- 
sioner, the insurance committee and the 
home companies which wanted the field to 
themselves were against the foreign com- 
panies and the bill was reported to that 
effect. On the floor of the House the con- 
tention was that many of our people have 
gone into these foreign corporations and 
that they are just as sound as the Massa- 
chusetts Corporation. But it was to be 
noticed that only one member said a 
good word for the system and even he 
did not believe it is being honestly 
administered in this State. The vote 
was very close, there being 91 in favor of 
foreign companies to 95 against, and 
the bill was then passed to be engrossed. 
It has to go to the Senate. 

The Senate bill for a general law for 
municipal control of gas and electric ligbt- 
ing has been ordered to a third reading in 
the House without debate and assigned to 
Monday next. Mr. Murray of Fitchburg 
will lead against it. Speaker Barrett is 
interested in its favor. 

The Senate bill to repeal the law against 
the public bar, has been assigned by the 
House to next Tuesday and a great contest 

s expected, 


Last year’s effort was renewed by Mr. 
Kittredge of Boston, for the passage of a 
law to forbid the use of dangerous fire- 
works in public streets and many harrowing 
tales were told to show how life, limb and 
property are destroyed by explosives, but 
on the other side was Fourth of July 
patriotism, and the American small boy 
with his firecracker, and the bill was killed 
by a small adverse majority.

Breathing Properly. 


In all the various systems of physical 
culture now in vogue the greatest impor- 
tance is attached to taking the breath 
properly. The breathing should be slow 
and deep, six breaths a minute being a 
safe average. There is still a difference of 
opinion in regard to the relative value of 
abdominal and chest breathing, and each 
system has its advantages. One of the 
best exercises for increasing the capacity of 
the lungs is to draw a full breath very 
slowly and through the nose. Keep the 
lungs inflated as long as possible, and then 
expel the air suddenly through the mouth, 
and repeat the process, 

Care should be taken not to try to make 
the period of holding the breath too long 
at the start ; the more gradually the power 


There are many 
breathing exercises, and one of the best is 
the taking of a deep breath and swinging 
the arms, first one, then the other, and 
finally both, while the breath is inhaled. 
Excessive practice of any system should be 
avoided, and the golden rule of taking 
moderate and judicious exercise should be 
observed.— New York Commercial Adver- 
tiser.

Cause of the Red Sun. 


As usual at this season of the year the 
sun has been for several days of a blood- 
red color, and the cause has been generally 
attributed to distant forest fires; but 
Sargeant Smith, of the United States sig- 
nal service, gives a different explanation. 
He says it is due to the universal drought 
that has been prevalling east of the Rockies 
for several weeks past. Although there 
have been several small showers reported 
from different parts of the country, there 
has ‘been no general rain storm for four 
weeks. This has been productive of ‘ dust 
storms,” several of which have been traced 
in their well-defined movement across the 
country from west to east. These are at- 
tended with high winds which carry the 
dust from the prairies in upper regions for 
hundreds and sometimes thousands of 
jmiles. There have been several large 
| prairie and forest fires raging in the west, 
and these have contributed their share to 
the present condition.

A communication from the School Com- 
mittee in relation to school accommoda- 
tions in Ward Three, was referred to a 
joint committee on public buildings and 
finance. 

Water Supply. 

Under unfinished business the resolu- 
tions offered by Councilman Newcomb, at 
the special meeting last Thursday came up 
for action. 

In support of the same Councilman 
Newcomb said, the reason he had pre- 
sented the resolutions was to bring the 
subject before the Council to see if they 
approved of the proposed amendments. He 
had rather see the bill defeated than to 
adopt the amendment. If we are to buy 
the Quincy Water Company, he had rather 
refer it to a commission appointed by the 
Supreme Court than to three referees, as 
it would be impossible to get three impar- 
tial men to adjust it to the satisfation of 
the city of Quincy or the Water Company. 
It is time we took a decided stand one way 
or the other. 

The resolutions offered by Councilman 
Newcomb were then adopted: 

Wuereas,—After a fair and impartial 
hearing before the Committee on Water 
Supply of the General Court, a bill grant- 
ing to the City of Quincy a right to take 
and supply water to the inhabitants of said 
city, independent from the Quincy Water 
company, was presented by the committee 
eepeesenting the city through tts Council, 
an 


WuereEAs,—Certain amendments to 
said bill have been proposed, requiring the 
City of Quincy to first purchase the pro- 
perty and rights of the Quincy Water com- 
pany before exercising any of the provi- 
sions of said bill, which said amendments 
entirely change the intent aud purpose of 
the bill offered by your committee, it is 
hereby 

Resolved,—That the City Council of 
Quincy, at a special meeting duly called 
for the purpose of considering said amend- 
ments, are of the opinion that said amend- 
ments should not be made to said bill, and 
that the bill as presented be adhered to 
without the amendments requiring said 
city to purchase the rights and property of 
the Quincy Water company, and it is 
further 

Resolced,—That the clerk of the Coun- 
cil forward at once to the senator and rep- 
resentatives from this district a copy of 
these resolves. 

Licenses. 

Applications from W. H, Ferry, Jr., for 
a common victualler’s license to do busi- 
ness at Houghs Neck, and from Alex. E. 
Nash to do business on Winter street, were 
referred to Committee on Licenses. 

Committee on Licenses offered an order 
granting a common victualler'’s license to 
Charles Lorendo. Order adopted. 

Garfield Street. 


Committee on Finance reported that it was 
the purpose of the Mayor to put the street 
in good repair, and recommended that the 
order appropriating $2,400 do not pass. 

Councilman Jones said everytody knew 
there was a great nuisance on Garfield 


Street. If the Mayor does not abate the 
nuisance, another petition will be pre- 
sented, 


Councilman Fallon thought $500 would 
be enough to fix the drain. He never knew 
before there was a sewer in Quincy. 

Councilman Warner said they did not 
propose to build a sewer on Garfield street. 
The committee examined the street and 
the Commissioner of Public Works gave us 
an estimate; the estimate included the 
rebuilding of the drain and catch basin, pay- 
ing gutters and fixing sidewalks; and it 
cannot be thoroughly rebuilt at a lower 
figure. 

Councilman Pratt said, after we heard 
what the Mayer was to do, we concluded 
to recommend that the order ought to pass. 

Councilman Jones thought the Mayor 
had acted queer in this matter. The Com- 
missioner of Public Works had told him he 
had no money to repair the streets; and if 
that was true, where was the money com- 
ing from ? 

Councilman Wilde explained by saying 
the Mayor had an appropriation for miscel- 
laneous repairs, and he could take enough 
out of that to pay for these repairs. 

Councilman Jones thought it beyond the 
power of the Mayor to take any money 
from that appropriation. 

The question was then taken upon the 


| acceptance of the report, and it was lost. 


Councilman Warner moved that the rules 
be suspended and the order take its final 
passage. Carried. 

Councilman Warner moved it be passed 
to be ordained.

Hancock Street.

Report accepted, and under suspension of 
rule was passed to be ordained. 

Committee on Finance reported an order 
appropriating $500 for Grove street. It 
was the purpose of the Mayor to expend 
such sums of money as was needed in re- 
pairs, and recommended that the order be 
not passed, 

Councilman Powers hoped recommenda- 
tion would not be accepted. The city was 
liable at any time for damages. People 
who live on back streets needed some im- 
provements, and this money ought to be 
appropriated. 

Councilman Little hoped report would 
not be accepted. The Mayor says his ap- 
propriation will not last until July, and he 
could not understand how he was to repair 
the street. 

Councilman Jones hoped the report 
would not be accepted. 

Councilman Wilde admitted that the 
street ovght to be repaired, and said the 
money would come from miscellaneous 
expenses, 

The question on the acceptanee of the 
report was then put and lost. 

Under suspension of the rule the order 
appropriating $500 was then passed to be

The charter of the Quincy Electric 
Freight Railway Company has passed 


through its several stages. Mr. Quincy of 

Quincy has had it amended by the addition 

of the words that ‘' the grant of locations to 

said corporation or the approval of the | 
same under section two may be subject to 

such terms and conditions the city 

council of said city may prescribe.” 

Representative Burke of Quincy was one 
of the speakers on Monday in support of 
the bill in favor of municipal control of 
gas and electric lighting. His time was 
extended under suspension of the rules and 
he spoke twenty minutes to show that the 
passage of the bill was in the line of sound 
public policy and would be for the advan- 
tage of citizens as gas consumers. 

Committee on water supply has had 
another meeting today to discuss the water 
supply bill for the city of Quincy. They 
were in session in the forenoon and after- 
noon and finally voted, six to five, to re- | 
port the bill, but amended that the city of 
Quincy may introduce a public system of 
water supply when it shall have bought 
out the present Quincy Water company, 
with all its rights and franchises. Mr. 
Johnson of Haverhill will report the bill. 
It is not at all the bill which is wanted 
by the city of Quincy and the minority 
of the committee will make an effort to 
substitute a satisfactory bill to the com- 
mittee. 

As the session draws to an end (which is 
not likely to be before the middle of June) 
the influence of the corporations begins to 
be more and more apparent, and it is no 
wonder that the corporation interest is 
exerted, as is said by one of the lobbyists | 
who work for them, in favor of biennial 
elections and biennial sessions of the Legis- 
lature. They do not like the agitation 
which compels them to be so constantly on 
their guard for the protection of their in- 
terests, Atthe same time, they attempt 
to turn the annual sessions to their advan- 
tage, even if they do not always succeed. 
For instance, here is the street franchise 
bill. It was supposed to be, at first, a bill 
in the direction of progress and to recog- 
nize the new idea that street railways must 
pay something for the use of the streets. 
But, as the daylight was let into it more 
and more, it was found to be a very clever 
plan for giving great advantages to the 
West End Street Railway Company, while 


as 


that very little could be obtained from the 
corporation. The bill was denounced by 
Mr. Wilson of Boston as a West End bill, 
pure and simple, giving $5 for five cents. 
So the opposition became stirred up and 
then the Boston city government attacked 
it, workingmen passed resolutions against 
it, and now it is said to be dead, though its 
decease is not formally announced. 

That the bill had any standing at all in 
the first place shows the great shrewdness 
of the lawyers of the West End Company, 
for the committee was unanimous for the 
bill, except Mr. Wilson, and it was only 
the exposure after it was reported which 
showed how thoroughly it was in the West 
End interest. 

Another proof of the ability of corpora- 
tions to shield themselves from popular 
danger is found in the municipal lighting 
bill, Here is a measure for the control by 
cities and towns of the plants for the manu- 
facture of gas and electric lights, allowing | 
the municipalities, as such, to engage in 
the lighting business. One would suppose, 
with the danger that this privilege would 
create of interference with present private 
companies, that the stockholders and ofti- 
cers would haunt the State House to oppose 
the bill.. But no. Present companies have 
been so carefully protected’ that they are 
very well satisfied with the bill as it is. 
If cities and towns go into the lighting | 
business, they must make such payment to 
the old companies that the latter are per- 
fectly willing to take what the 


bill gives 
without 
another word. That looks very much as 
if the companies were quite sure that they 
had the best end of the bargain. Rue.

Household Receipts. 


Foam Puppine Sauce. One-half cup 
of sugar, butter the size of a walnut, rubbed 
together with one tablespoonful of flour; 
turn on thisa cup of boiling water, add 
the beaten yolks of two eggs while boiling, 
then the whites of the eggs beaten to a 
stiff froth; flayorio taste. This is an ex- 


|cellent sauce for cottage pudding. 


JELLY Rott. Toone cup of powdered 
sugar and one cup of flour, add three well- 
beaten eggs. Stir well and add one tea- 
spoonful of soda dissolved in three tea- 
spoonfuls of water. Bake in two pie pans. 
|Spread as evenly as possible. As soon as 
jdone turn thecake bottom side up on a 
dry towel. Spread it evenly with jelly, 
roll up quickly and wrap closely in a towel. 


NicE Murrins. Two eggs, butter size 
of an egg, one cup of sweet milk, one table- 
spoon of sugar, one heaping teaspoon of 
baking powder, flour to make a stiff batter; 
bake in muffin rings or gem pans. 


CoFFEE CAKE. One cup of butter, two 
cups of sugar, one cup of strong coffee, 
three eggs, half cup molasses, one cup of 
water, one cup each of rajsins and currants, 
|one teaspoonful cloves, two teaspoonfuls of 
cinnamon, one of allspice, two teaspoonfuls 
baking powder, and flour to make a stiff 
batter. Bake two hours. 

Meat Frirrers. Two cups chopped 
meat, seasoned with butter, salt and pep- 
per. Make a batter of two eggs,a little salt, 


and flour to thicken, Fry in spoonfuls on 
a griddle. When both sides are cooked, 
place a apoonful of meat on each, fold over 
and serve. 

Porato Scones. Take any boiled pota- 
toes left from the dinner; mash them 
smooth and add salt to season; then shake 
some flour over them or work it in, roll out 
very thin. prick with a fork and bake on a 
hat griddle.

Morse’s District. 


The new apportionment takes Quincy 
out of Congressman Morse’s district, but 
he says he has not lost interest in us, and 
will do his best to serve us until we elect a 
Representative that can serve us better. 

In answer to many inquiries that he is 
receiving about the extension of Free 
Delivery to Wollaston, Atlantic and Quincy 
Point, he sends us the following letter 
from Hon. Smith A. Whitfield, First As- 
sistant Postmaster General. 

It seems that the pressure upon the 
Department for the extension of the free 
delivery service, and for additional carriers 
where it already exists, is very great, and 
some of them will have to wait. There 
are large sections of the country where the 
Post Office service is not self sustaining, 
and the centres of population in the North 
have to suffer in consequence. 

The extension of the free delivery service 
in Quincy is only a question of time. The 
following is the letter of the First Asistant 
Postmaster General : 

Post Office Department, Office of the First 
Assistant Postmaster General, Washing- 
ton, D. C., Sup’t. Free Delivery System. 

May 15, 1891. 

Hon. E. A. Morse, M. C., Canton, Mass. 
Sir: Yours of the 13th received and in 

reply I have the honor to state that it will 
be impossible for us to inform you, at this 
early date, what can be done for Quincy, 
Mass., during the next fiscal year, as but 
comparatively few of the five hundred and 
nineteen free delivery offices now In opera- 
tion have been heard from, but all we have 
heard from are clamoring for more carriers, 
the most of them to give additional deliv- 
eries to territory now served and to relieve 
carriers who are overworked. 

The pressure for additional service will 
be so great during the next fiscal year that 
we will havelo move slowly and with great 
caution, to prevent an unjust distribution 
of facilities, and creating a deficiency.

In this disease left to itself, sleep and 
rest are banished and death by exhaustion 
is likely to occur in from a few days toa 
week. Many cases, however, under proper 
management recover from a first, some 
from a second and third attack. lt would 
seem from such a warning that the first 
attack would be the last—that the cause 
would be avoided. But the desire to re- 
turn to drinking is so great, the force of 
habit so strong, the self-control through 
brain impairment so feeble, that indulgence 
again occurs, and subsequent attacks 
generally follow. With each recurrence 
of the disease the chances of recovery are 
diminished, until death closes the earthly 
scene. 

Subsequent attacks of this particular 
disease may not occur, death following 
from other forms of alcoholism, or from 
complications of other diseases; but when 
the brain is so far impaired as to produce 
delirium tremens, permanent reform is 
almost hopeless, and the victim is almost 
sure to die a drunkard. Death to our 
natural instincts is a fearful thing, come 
in what form it,may; fearful when amid 
friends and family and loving care, made 
less appaling by affection earned by years 
of self-control, of duty done, of virtue, 
kindness and love. It is a terror even 
when life passes away with these surround- 
ing, in resignation and hope, and ceases as 
music from a slumbering harp string. What 
then must be this dread event to him, who 


| drives from his death chamber, or perhaps 


his gloomy cell, by his raving violence or 
his profane mutterings, his family and kin, 
who may have but the tattered remnants 
of abused affection, while he puffs out his 
last foul breath, a token of the corruption 
within, and nothing remains but an in- 
heritance of painful memories and possibly 
of propensities which may lead bis offspring 
to repeat his career. 

Can it be possible that an article which 
so often produces the effect upon the brain 
and nervous system which have been 
sketched in mere outline is, as a beverage, 
even necessary, useful or safe; or indeed 
entirely innocent, habitually used in any 
quantity, however moderate ?”’

Wagons and animals were unloaded several 
times a day to ,xtricate them from the

infeance at least fourteen 
days were spent on the road from Stockton, 
fifty miles away. Flour reached a dollar a 
pound, rice the same, pork and bacon a 
dollar and sixty cents a pound, salaratus 
sixteen dollars a pound, and spermaceti 
candles a dollar each. An ounce of gold 
was the price of a pick or shovel, and 
almost anything needed, except fresh beef, 
commanded a proportionate price. That 
all miners did not get rich is accounted for 
in the statement that it took a fair claim 
to pay expenses. The short duration of a 
placer claim, the loss of time in finding 
another, and the too general restlessness 
tells the story of many failures to realize 
a fortune by even those who were the 
most lucky. ‘Too often it was due to ex- 
travagance, gambling, or the guzzling of 
brandy or whisky at eight dollars a bottle.

A Teacher’s Authority. 


There is no position in the gift of a com- 
munity which is more trying than that of a 
school teacher. Every act is severely crit- 
icised by the parents when it bears upon 
the children, regardless of the fact tbat 
there are two sides to every story. Parents | 
too often look upon their children as saints 
and the teachers as arch-fiends. 

There is now a case in point in one of 
the schools of this city. A day or two ago 
as the pupils were marching out of the 
building to be dismissed, three boys broke 
away from the line, and, regardless of the 
commands of the master to return, ran off. 
Two of the boys were returned by their 
parents, and the third one was apprehended 
at the depot by the master, (the city has 
no truant officers), and ordered back to the 
school, The boy refused to go. The 
master marched him back to school and 
then punished him. 

From this simple state of affairs a blood | 
curdling story was fabricated. The whole | 
ward was up in arms and demanded the 
instant dismissal of a master who dared 
to do his duty and uphold the discipline of 
the school. 

The moment that the discipline of the 
master over his pupils relaxes his authority 
is at an end. No school can have two 


masters, 
In the case which we have cited, the 
citizens claimed that the master had no 


authority over the scholars outside of the 
school building or yard. The law 
is very explicit. While the pupils are on 
their way to and from the school, the 
authority of the teacher may be considered 
as concurrent with that of the parent or 
guardian. If the children in any way by 
their conduct injure the good order and 
discipline of the school, the teacher may 
take notice of such conduct by subjecting 
offender to such wise and judicious treat- 
ment as will have a tendency to prevent a 
repetition of the offence.

Another Trip—No 7.

It was Sunday. We wanted very much 
to stay and hear the three preachers who 
were to hold forth at the old church up on 
the side of the mountain. The service 


There was, however, a big “‘gap’’ between 
us and the one we wanted to reach on the 
morrow, “Big Stone,’ and the prospect 
was anythipg but cheering for the three 
“imperial tramps’? who were to take the 
trip. Then again, we thought we could not 
stand the severe contrast between going to 
church in such a place, and St. Paul, as it 
looked on the map. We were satisfied by 
the prominence given to it, that it must be 
the Mecca to which our hopes had been 
casting such wistful glances. We didn’t 
know whether it was named after the old 
apostle, or the western city of the same 
name, but we mistrusted the latter for 
there was a Minneapolis on the opposite 
side of the river. 

It was twenty-three miles down the Clinch 
valley to St. Paul, which was as far as the 
passenger trains went. Beyond that to 
Norton the road-bed had been made, the 
ties placed on it and the rails on top of the 
ties, but it was unballasted. We bade Pat 
good-by, got on board the train and started 
down the valley. The day was warm and 
all along the way, in the river, could be 
seen hundreds of turtles sunning them- 
selves on stones and logs. There was no 
fishing in that river, unless one fished for 
them, and they were not good to make 
even “‘mock turtle’? soup.

Allow 
two to returo.”’ This was duly signed by 
the engineer in charge. The three referred 
to were the “‘Sailor,’’ “‘Buck’’ and myself. 
The construction train was a locomotive, 
and was to leave early Monday morning. 
We cleared our conscience by trying hard 
to get out of the place that night by going 
on a hand-car, and would have succeeded 
but there were two too many of us. Sadly 
we wended our way down over the bank to 
the hotel. The survey we had taken re- 
vealed to us the fact that there might bea 
Mecca somewhere, but it was not there. 
St. Paul consisted of a depot, a store, one 
or more liquor saloons, three or four houses 
and the hotel. We registered our names 
and sat down to rest and meditate. There 
were two chairs both occupied, an old 
settee, a trunk and a little antiquated bed 
in one corner of the room. 

The “Sailor” and “‘Buck’’ tried the edge 
of the bed for awhile, but the top of the 
trunk wasn’t flat enough for a very com- 
fortable seat, so 1 stood up after making 
a failure on the trunk. 

After dinner we walked up the rivera 
little distance past another ‘blind tiger’’ 


in the river, and wondered if the afternoon 
would ever wear away. We were told that 
twelve murders had been committed there, 
or near that place, since the first of last 
December, and we believed the man im- 
plicitly when he told us that the town was 
“completely given over to the devil.” 
Minneapolis was just across the bridge and 
boasted of two houses, if they could be 
called such. Judging from the plans and 
prospectuses of these places one would sup- 
pose them to be both large and prosperous. 

Broad avenues and streets with high 
sounding names and brilliant (future) pros- 
pects were on the plans, but nowhere else. 

After supper we sat on top of a board 
fence and sung “gospel bymns.’’

A Dollar worth Two Thousand, 


A silver dollar of the coinage of 1804 is 
said to be the rarest of all American coins, 
and to be valued at $2000. 

The reason given for the scarcity of the 
date of 1804 is that during the war with 
Tripoli the total coinage was $19,570. Most 
of the dollars were sent to pay the sailors, 
who exthanged them with the natives on 
the coast of Africa for provisions and sup- 
plies. A desire for the bright coins caused 
the King to call them in from the subjects, 
who thereupon buried many. 

Mr. Frank M. Connor of Lynn is the 
fortunate owner of one of these coins, he 
having attained it through a bank in Lynn. 

There are only five other specimens 
known to be in existence, and they are 
owned by Mr. Stickney of Salem, Mr. 
William S. Appleton of Boston, and a 
physician of St. Paul. One was sold in 
the Parmalee sale in Bostou. The best 
specimen is at the mint.

In 1850, their salaries were $2 a day; 
1857, $3 a day; 1861, $300 a year; 1564,

1884, $650; 1886, $750.

CITY COUNCIL. 


All the members of the City Council 
were present at the regular meeting Mon- 
day evening, aud a session of two hours 
and a half was devoted to city business. 
Among the citizens present were ex-Presi- 
dent Federhen, Theophilus King, H. H. 
Faxon, J. Q. A. Field, Rev. A. F. Roche, 
Cornelius Moynihan, George Cahill, Wilson 
Tisdale, W. 'T. Babcock, George H. Hobby, 
B, J. Weeks and others. 

Want Taxes Refunded. 

The Mayor forwarded claims of William 
B. Riee and L. V. Titus for the refunding 
of certain taxes, Referred to Committee 
on Claims, 

The First Veto. 

Mayor Fairbanks returned without his 
approval Order 52, granting Charles Lor- 
endo a common victualler’s license, giving 
as his reason that the applicant had not 
complied with the statute requirements. 

After some discussion, during which the 
Mayor was sent for and reiterated his ob- 
jection, the veto was sustained by a vote of 
5 to 17, viz: 

Yras—Fallon, Hammond, Little, Powers 
and Warner—5. 

Nays—Bass, Bryant, Drake, Duffield, 
Gray, Hayward, Holden, Jones, Morton, 
Moxon, Newcomb, Pope, Pratt, Rinn, 
Roberts, Sherman and Wilde—17. 

Two Other Licenses. 

The Mayor also vetoed the orders grant- 
ing common victualler’s licenses to James 
F. Kane and Edward Haverhan, for like 
reason, basing his action on the report of 
the Deputy Manager of the Police Force. 

Councilman Powers thought Mr. Kane 
had complied with the requirements since 
the first visit of the Deputy. 

This was corroborated by the Deputy. 

The Mayor would offer no objection to 
granting Mr. Kane a license in that case, 
but as he could not withdraw his veto, it 
was passed “notwithstanding the objection 
of the Mayor.”’ 

That portion of the veto relating to 
granting Mr. Haverhen a license was, upon 
motion of Councilman Powers, laid on the 


table. 
Grove Street Vetoed. 


Mayor Fairbanks also vetoed Order 43, 
authorizing a loan of $500 for the repair of 
Grove street. 

The Mayor said: “In my judgment, if 
the city is to use any portion of its borrow- 
ing capacity in repairing streets, the money 
should be expended on our main thorough- 
fares, putting the same in safe condition 
for public travel for the general good of all. 

“On all other streets I believe that all 
needs should be classed as current ex- 
penses, and the expenditure of any money 
for repairs be charged to the appropriation 
for miscellaneous highways. This is under 
the control of the Commissioner of Public 
Works, who must endeavor with the means 
at his disposal to pursue a well defined 
policy of remedying the worse defects on 
our streets first. 

“TI therefore do not consider it a safe or 
wise policy to borrow money for these 
minor reparirs, leaving to other adminis- 
trations the burden of paying for the same.”’ 

Councilman Powers believed the street 
needed repair, and the Commissioner had 
said he could not spare money from the 
general appropriation. Did not think it 
a minor street. 

The vote on passing the order over the 
veto was 14 yeas and § nays, not the 
necessary two-thirds, and the order was 
declared rejected. The vote: 

Yeas—Councilmen Bryant, Drake Duf- 
field, Fallon, Hammond, Holden, Jones, 
Little, Morton, Newcomb, Pope, Powers, 
Sherman and Warner—1l4. 

Nays—Councilman Bass, Gray, Hay- 
ward, Moxon, Pratt, Rinn, Roberts and 
Wilde—8&.

Adams Street. 

The Committee on Finance reported 
amendments to the $3000 order for Adams 
street, making the loan fall due in three 
years, it having been left blank in the 
order. 

Councilman Bryant favored making all 
such loans for one year, that improve- 
ments might be made and promptly paid 
for without going to the debt limit. 

Councilman Pratt of the Finance Com- 
mittee thought there was enough falling 
due next year; that the committee had 
carefully considered the matter and had 
placed it where it should go. 

Councilman Gray favored the one-year 
loan. The city was growing faster than its 
finances. Much might be saved in interest 
in paying loans quicker. 

Councilman Pratt said that was just it, 
there was a good healthy growth and he 
did not believe in retarding it by making 
the taxes $17 or $18 on a $1,000. 

Councilman Fallon of the Finance Com- 
mittee thought said committee had given 
the matter careful consideration. The 
debt falling due this year amounted to 
about $42,000; in 1892 from $27,000 to 
$30,000 ; and in 1893 from $25,000 to $28,- 
000. 
Councilman Bryant believed the tax- 
payers were willing to pay higher taxes if 
they got the improvements. This could be 
ascertained by making short loans. If the 
taxpayers objected, then an effort should 
be made to retrench. Thought a mistake 
had been made during the first years of the 
city government, in making the rate so 
small. 

The amendment of Councilman Bryant 
to make ita one year loan was lost ona 
rising vote, to 12. Those voting yea 
were Councilman Bryant, Drake, Duffield, 
Gray, Little, Newcomb, Pope, Powers and 
Warner. 

Councilman Holden speaking in favor of 
the order said the sum originally asked was 
$5,000, but economy had been talked so 
much that the committee had decided to 
recommend but $3,000. This was not 
enough to put the street in good repair, 
but would improve some of the worse 
spots, 

Councilman Fallon asked what part of 
the street it was proposed to rebuild.

Water Supply Bill. 


| The question of ordering to a third 


reading the Quincy Public Water Supply 
Bill, as reported by Representative John- 
son, came up in the Legislature Tuesday 
morning. As soon asthe bill was before 
the House, Representative Burke moved to 
amend as follows: 


In lines 5 to 10 of section 1, strike out 
the words ‘after the purchase of the 
franchise, corporate property, rights and 
privileges of the Quincy Water Company, 
as provided in section 9 of chapter 162 of 
the Acts of the year 1883." 

Also by adding at the end of section 1 
the words “or for preserving the purity of 
said waters: provided, however, that any 
lands taken for preserving the purity of 
said waters or water supply shall not be 
more than 1,000 feet distant from the 
same.

Representative Finney of Plymouth said 
the amendment put the bill in the form the 
City Council of Quincy wanted it. This is 
one of the corporations which applied to 
the Legislature before they began to stop 
granting of charters to private corpora- 
tions. The corporation has the charter 
and has established a water supply which 
any company aught to be indicted for 
maintaining. The City Council of Quincy } 
has petitioned the Legislature. The first 
thing the company did after establishing 
their plant was to double up its stock, and 
he did not believe the Legislature gave 
them the franchise to speculate on, but to 


supply the city with pure water. The water 
supply which Company wants Quincy to 
purchase has been condemned by the State 
Board of Health. In closing Mr. Finney 
hoped the House would pass the amend- 
ment and give the citizens what they want. 

Representative Burke was the next 
gentleman to speak, and he did himself 
proud, as he worked hard for the interests 
of his constituents. He said the bill was 
reported by a majority, but five members 
dissenting. Through a slight technicality 
the bill was recommitted. I ask the mem- 
bers of the House to consider a petition 
signed by 1700 citizens and taxpayers of 
They ask for the right to supply 
themselves with water. Your Committee 
on Water Supply sat in session for seven 
long hearings listening to testimony from 
citizens and fromthe Water company, and 
it was not denied that the city had a 
grievance. 

The city put on seventeen witnesses. It 
could have put on seventeen hundred. 
They testified that the quality of the water, 
| was bad to smell, bad to taste and bad to 
health. The State Board of Health say the 
present supply is unfit for use, it is good 
enough for washing purposes But very un- 
palatable. 

The city of Quincy asks to supply itself 
with pure water from natural resources. 

What evidence did the Water Company 
put on to substantiate their claim? They 
put on five witnesses outside of their offi- 
cers. They said the water was good 
but three of the witnesses have business 
in Boston, where they can obtain Belmont 

or Everett spring water to drink, or if 
| preferred, stimulants, which cannot be had 
| in Quincy. 

Mr. H. H. Faxon had testified that the 
water was good yet he further testified he 
had not drank a gallon for five years, he 
drank appolovaris, Everybody can not 
afford to buy that and this is why this 
petition has been presented, that they may 
have something palatable.

about the State. In 1888 these bonds 
| were placed on the market and the capital 
| stock increased from $125,000 to $250,000, 
and it was brought out in the testimony 
that not $] was paid forthe new issue of 
stock. 

The Legislature can never uphold a 
manopoly. 

Representative Tuttle was not in favor 
of pi. vate Water Companies in a town, 
but one h®d been established and why 
should it not be Supported, if the stock was 
not properly issue’ there was a proper 
course to take. Having allowed it to be 
established it is only fair that it be com- 
pensated. 

A Representative, Whose name could not 
be learned, said that after the city of 
Quincy had had the use of the supply it 
was not fair to say it was poor. it is 
more the property of the city today than 
the corporation. 

Representative Carter said it was time 
the Legislature called a halt and did some- 
thing for the people. The town of Wake- 
field was in the same boat with Quincy. 
Theirs commenced twenty years ago. 

An innocent corporation came there and 
promised everything, and that corporation, 
without a cent, worked it round so the 
town voted to pay six per cent. per annum 
for twenty years. Judge Devens said if 
the town was foolish enough to vote to do 
a thing of that kind it should be placed 
under guardianship. 

Representative Burke again took the 
floor and said the company have thirty 
miles of pipes, and by the report of the 


lone hundred and thirty miles of accepted 
streets. One-third of our streets are un- 
protected for fire purposes. The town tried 
to have the company extend their pipes, 
but they would not. 

Representative Johnson said the act 
| granting the charter to the Quincy Water 
| Supply company provides the city shall pay 
| what it is worth and does not say any- 
| thing about the watered stock. 

The bill first reported gave the right to 
the city of Quincy to put in a supply en- 
tirely independent of the present company. 
The gentlemen from Quincy, (meaning 
| Representative Quincy) does not believe in 
| the bill as reported and that is the reason 
| why he added these words. 

Representative Quincy interrupted the 
speaker by saying he did not think it right 


for the gentleman to state what his private 
opinion was. The adding of the words 
did not alter the meaning of the bill. 

Continuing, Mr. Johnson said he did not 
state what he believed but what he knew. 
Those words were added so I would with- 
draw my objection to the bill. The Quincy 
Water Company are doing all in its power 
to improve its supply. The Blue Hill Sup- 
ply could be turned into the present supply 
for $1250. 

The evidence in regard to fire, showed 
the reason why the hydrants could not be 
opened was because the Quincy firemen 
turned them the wrong way. It is not 
expected that a private Water Supply 
Company would put in pipes on all the 
back streets,they have covered the principal 
streets. What fairer way is there to 
purchase the property, than by a com- 
mittee of three disinterested persons. In 
closing, the speaker hoped the bill would 
pass as reported. 

The questions on the adoption of the 
first amendment offered by Reprerentative 
Burke was taken and lost. Mr. Burke 
doubted the vote and a rising vote was 
2 in favor of 
adopting the amendment and 75 against. 

The second amendment was adopted by 
a rising vote of 77 to 48. The bill was 
then ordered to its third reading. 

Representative Quincy who was present 
remained very quiet and did not have any- 
thing to say on the question, a fact some 
of the Quincy gentlemen present could not 
help commenting upon. 

Among the Quincy gentlemen present 
were Mayor Fairbanks, John Shaw, James 
H. Slade, Dr. W. L. Faxon, Supt. F. E. 
Hall of the Water Company and others. 

Section one of the bill now reads as 
follows : 

Section 1. The city of Quincy, for the 
purpose of supplying the said city and the 
inhabitants thereof with pure water for the 
extinguishment of fires and for Jomestic and 
other purposes, after the purchase of the 
franchise, corporate property, rights and 
privileges of the Quincy Water Company 
as provided in section nine of chapter one 
hundred and sixty-two of the acts of the 
year eighteen hundred and eighty-three, 
may take, hold and convey into and 
through said city, the waters of Blue Hill 
river and of the tributaries thereof, ex- 
cepting Braintree Great pond and Hough- 
ton’s pond in the town of Milton,at any point 


towns of Braintree, Randolph and Milton, 
with any water rights connected therewith, 
and may also take and hold by purchase or 
otherwise any land, rights of way, easements 
and real estate necessary for laying, con- 
structing and maintaining pipes, aqueducts, 
water courses, reservoirs, storage basins, 
dams, filter galleries, and such other works 
as may be deemed necessary for collecting, 
purifying, storing, retaining, discharging, 
conducting and distributing said waters, or 
for preserving the purity of said waters; 
provided, however, that any lands taken for 
preserving the purity of said waters or water 
supply shall not be more than 1,000 feet dis- 
tant from the same. 


Wednesday afternoon the Quincy Water 
bill was at the end of the house calendar, 
and it was passed to be engrossed without 
debate. Mr. Burke felt that he had made 
a square fight for his city and done all he 
could for the amendment of the Dill and 
that in the temper of the House it was 
better to let the bill go to the Senate than 
to renew the contest.

Brooklyn Bridge. 


As the last stroke of the midnight bell 
pealed forth Sunday night, the great Brook- 
lyn bridge between New York and Brook- 
lyn was thrown open free to foot travel. It 
is eight years and a week since it was first 
opened to public. 

Last year $18,000 was collected from foot | 
passengers, who were obliged to pay one 
cent each. It cost $12,000 to collect this 
toll, and keep six collectors busy. 

One of the recent innovations was the 
placing of seats at the platforms surround- 
ing the towers and at intervals along the 
promenade so that persons desirous of 
doing so may rest in crossing the structure, 
the distance from end to end of which is a 
mile and three-sixteenths. It has been 
proposed to increase the number of these 
and also to build light shelters over the 
trusses crossing the car tracks, where 
people can spend their time on hot days 
sheltered from the sun and in the breeze 
always to be found up there.

For the Patriot. 
From the State House. 


Boston, June 3, 1891. 

Most of Thursday was devoted by the 
House to the congressional redistricting 
bill and the programme of Tuesday's con- 
ference was pretty well carried out. But 
it failed. Mr. Bill of Paxton moved to re- 
fer the whole matter to the next Legisla- 
ture and the contest was waged over that 
motion all day, the Lodge bill which Mr. 
Pratt of Lowell offered the day before not 
being offered as a substitute. Congress- 
man Lodge himself was in the speaker's 
room most of the day and called out Re- 
publican members to urge them to defeat 
the committee’s plan. Mr. Sohier of Bev- 
erly, who led the caucus months ago to de- 
clare for a non-partisan redistricting, was 
the first to attack the plan of the committee 
and he was ably seconded by Messrs. Ward- 
well of Haverhill and Murray of Fitchburg. 
The Democrats said but little, Mr. Quincy 
of Quincy having the most to bring for- 
ward on their side for the committee's bill. 
Finally a roll cali was ordered and there 
were 90 yeas to 113 nays on referring the 
matter to the next Legislature. With the 
Democrats voting no were twenty-six Re- 
publicans. Then the bill was ordered toa 
third reading by 125 to 75. It has another 
stage in the House. 

The House has adopted unanimously 
resolutions in honor of Lieut. John M. 
Hawley, who saved the man-of-war Nipsic 
at the hurricane at Samoa in March, 1889. 

The House has voted by 93 to 57 in favor 
of the bill to levy a collateral inheritance 
tax. It encountered some sharp opposi- 
tion and was denounced as an act of con- 
fiscation pure and simple, but on the other 
hand it was defended as a measure which 
would bring a large amount of money into 
the State treasury and relieve many people 
from tax burdens, while it would not in- 
crease the burden of anybody. So it had 
a good majority, but has yet to pass the 
Senate. 

The House suspended its rule in order 
to pass the appropriation of $50,000 for the 
extermination of the gypsy motb. This 
will make a total of $100,000 -which the 
State has appropriated, and it was stated 
in the debate that if this was not sufficient 
the United States government would be 
asked to help. 

Some of the Boston and Cambridge 
friends of the Institute of Technology tried 
to get half of the government allowance 
for agricultural and mechanical education, 
instead of one-third as now, leaving the 
agricultural college half, instead of two- 
thirds as it now has. It was urged that 
the Institute is a great deal bigger thap 
the college, that it has of the fund only $50 
to every siudent, while the college has $500 
and that by the change it would have only 
$75 and the college $375. But the House 
stood by the college and the movement 
failed. 

The Senate has settled the fate of the fra- 
ternal endowment bill by referring it to the 
next Legislature by vote of 29 to 5, the 
latter being Messrs, Bradley of Essex, 
Champlin and McNary of Suffolk, Eaton 
of Norfolk and Raymon: of Middlesex, In 
one sense it may be regarded as a dodging 
of the question, but really it is not so, for 
it isa defeat for all those who wished to pro- 
long the lives of these fraudulent concerns. 
Under the present law but fifty per cent. of 
assessments can be held in a reserve fund 
to meet the liabilities as they become due. 
All sorts of the associations wanted this 
limit changed so that they could accumu-

late more of a reserve and thus avert fora } 


longer time their inevitable doom. Feel- 
ing sure that every remedy which might be 
tried would fail utterly and being benevo- 
lently disposed to give them plenty of rope 
with which to hang themselves, Commis- 
sioner Merrill and the insurance committee 
made no opposition to the granting of their 
request and the bill was drawn to allow 
them to hold eighty-five per cent. of their 
assessments in a reserve fund. But the 
bill has failed and so the fifty per cent. pro- 
vision {sin foree. This means that when 
the associations are within three months 
of the time when certificates mature they 
must clap on a lot of assessments in order 
to get the money to meet their obligations. 
This means that these people who were to 
get rich suddenly out of their scheme will 
take money out of one pocket to put it into 
the other, minus the handsome total which 
they have to pay their officers and for ex- 
penses. They will also have ever after- 
wards the sneaking consciousness that they 
went into the scheme knowing that it was 
mathematically impossible of honest suc- 
cess and that what one gained must come 
out of other poor wretches who would be 
frozen out because they could not pay asess- 
ments. Nobody had a word to say in the 
House in defence of the system, and though 
three leading members I know are in- 
terested in these orders, yet not one of 
them dared to breathe a word so that the 
House should know it. 

Another positive result of referring the 
billto the next Legislature is that the 
foreign orders, for which Senator Champlin 
made such a warm and successful fight in 
the upper branch, are shut out. It is true 
that the law can be evaded by their trans- 
fer of all their members to a Massachusetts 
corporation and it is said that this has been 
done in one case, but the absolute prohibi- 
tion of them, as well as the prohibition 
upon forming any more home companies, 
will limit the evil and put a stop sooner to 
this peculiar form of gambling. 

The absolute prohibition upon the bond 
investment companies has passed both 
House and Senate. Commissioner Merrill 
says in his annual report; ‘It is doubtfal 


if, since the famous South Sea bubble, such | 


a gambling mania has seized on intelligent | 


people as that developed in the spread of 
the assessment endowment and its natural 
and legitimate offspring—the bond invest- 
ment insanity.” 

The Senate Treasury Committee re- 
ported ought not to pass on the House bill 
to compel the publication of election ex- 
penses and on Wednesday that report was 
accepted by 16 to 4 without a word of de- 
bate for or against the bill. This is the 
second year in succession in which the 
House has passed the bill only to have it 
killed in the Senate. 

The last fight in the House over the 
repeal of the public bar bill was on Tues- 
day. The temperance men tried their best 
to put in a substitute bill that liquor should 
be sold to only bona fide guests and not 
served at tables in rooms where meals were 
not served. The vote was 83 yeas to 111 
nays. Only three Democrats voted yes and 
31 Republicans voted no. 

Quite a sharp fight on every stage over 
the bill to allow savings banks to put de- 
posits on interest monthly resulted ip the 
defeat of the bill by 85 to 104 on the last 
recorded vote, 

By 69 to 99 the House refused to admit 
the bill to give the Governor power to re- 
move any member of a State Commission 
at pleasure. It was a close party vote, 
only two Republicans favoring the bill and 
one Democrat opposing it, 

The long and hard struggle over the 
Cape Cod canal has ended with the victory 
of the Fox, or new company. But their 
bill has been so amended that they are 
to pay the old company for what it has 
done (so far as it is used), and if they 
do not go ahead in threo months, then 
their privilege reverts to the old company.

The authorities at Washington repriey- 
Sng the privateersmen and retaining them 
as prisoners of war, Major Revere was 
parolled, Feb. 22, 1862, and returned home. 

Anxious to be at the front before the 
expiration 
through the influence of Secretary Stanton, 
for an exchange with a Confederate pris- 
oner at Fort Warren, and in May was again 
with his regiment. 

He was in the contests at Chickahominy 
and Fair Oaks and was wounded at Antie- 
tam and obliged to return home. 

Having sufficiently recovered to again 
report for duty, he was commissioned 
colonel of the 20th, in May, 1863. 

Col. Revere was killed in the battle of 
Gettysburg. His body was recovered and 
buried at Mt. Auburn.

overruled by the Supreme court. 
The gist of the decision is that, 
“If he voluntarily went in and aided and 
encouraged a general business of transport- 
ing intoxicating liquors, then he is liable 
for specific act of the kind, because he 
aided and participated in the business 
which led to the taking of such goods. If 
he performed any necessary part of the 
machinery in carrying on this illegal 
business, then he became a participator in 
the business and would be liable for acts 
done in the usual and ordinary course.”

Early Sunday afternoon three Italians | 
were bathing in the old unused quarry of 
Frederick & Field on Quarry street when 
one of the number disappeared in the 


until Monday noon. 

All Sunday afternoon until dark at- 
tempts were made to get the body both by 
grappling and the use of dynamite but 
without satisfactory results. 

About 7.10 Frederick & Field’s whistle 
sounded Box 42 which summoned the Fire 
Department, anda crowd. There was no 
need of the former and the latter did not 
render much assistance. 

The unfortunate man was Domenico 
Romeri, an unmarried Italian, aged about 
23 years. He was a stone polisher by 
trade, at one time worked for Councilman 
W. F. Powers, but for some time passed 
he has been in business for himself with 
Franklin Lancisi, off Willard street, 
West Quincy. He has no relatives in this 
country but a brother and sister in the old 
country. 

Charles Casna, who was one of the two 
men with Romeri at the time, tells the fol- 
lowing story of the accident: 

“TI had been in bathing and wanted 
Romeri to come in also but he at first re- 


| fused, saying that the place was too public 


and wanted to go somewhere else. Finaly, 
just as I was coming out, he undressed 
and came in. He dove off the rocks and 
swam around the pond several times, when 
all ofasudden he sank. I dove for him 
and caught hold of his hair when he 
caught me by the right leg and was pulling 
me down when I managed to pull my leg 
away. He then grabbed my left leg, which 
with some difficulty I managed to get away 
and swam tothe shore, where the other 
man who was with us had come witha 
plank. This we pushed towards him in 
hopes that he would take hold of it, so we 
could pull him in. This he tried to do but 
failed to catch it and sank. We made 
several other efforts to get the body but 
were unsuccessful.” 

Officer Hunt and a crowd of willing 
workers were at work on a raft with long 
poles with hooks in the end, all the 
morning fishing for the body,

shortly before noon and given in charge of

Boston, June 10, 1891. 


The warm contest in the House over the 
bill to regulate mercantile agencies has 
been settled by the defeat of the bill by 
72 yeas to 95 nays on ordering it to a third 
reading. The chief speakers for the bill 
were Messrs. Miller of Worcester and How- 
ard of North Brookfield. Considerable 
evidence was introduced to show that mer- 
cantile agencies injure the reputation of 
business men by false statements and no 
attempt was made to deny this, but the 
answer was that these agencies do much 
good. Mr. Kimball of Fitchburg read a 
letter from oue of their chief business men 
saying that he coulJ not do business with- 
out the agencies and there was much argu- 
ment to the same effect. The purpose of | 
the bill was that the statements of agencies | 
shall not be privileged communications, 
but that agencies shall be responsible in 
court for the injury they do. The answer 
was that such a law would drive the 
agencies out of business and so the bill 
was killed. 

The Senate has gone on record in favor 
of the bill for the taxation of collateral in- 
heritances, but it has been amended in 
several particulars, especially by providing 
that the law shall not apply to educational, 
charitable and religious institutions, There 
was opposition to the bill as unjust, uncon- 
stitutional and partial in its application to 
property, but the reply was that they would 
risk its constitutionality and that it was a 
sure and easy way to raise money for public 
use to the relief of farmers and other small 
taxpayers. 

Thursday's all-engrossing event was the 
contest in the House over the congressional | 
redistricting bill and the former attempt | 
was renewed to refer it to the next Legis- | 
lature. The motion was made by Mr. | 
Murray of Fitchburg and the contest raged | 
all day long between the members of the 
Republican party. It was an effort to 
bring over to the majority of the party the 
little knot who were standing with the 
Democrats in 
bill. It was a hard contest, exciting and 
even fierce. Mr. Murray was especially 
vehement in his denunciation of Mr. Ben- | 
nett of Everett, one of the recalcitrant Re- 
publican, and Messrs. Wardwell of Haver- 
hill and Wilson of Boston were very vehe- 
ment in their use of party arguments, 
Great pressure had been put upon the few 
Republicans and three men changed sides | 
to the majority of their party—Messrs. | 
Brooks of West Springfield, Hunting of | 
East Bridgewater and Kimball of Fitch- 
burg. One changed the other way—Mr. 
Emery of Taunton, the only minister in 
the House. By 101 yeas to 120 nays and 
five pairs, the House defeated Mr. Murray's 
motion to refer to the next Legislature. 
The House then voted down all of the 
amendments which had been offered and 
by 130 to 84 passed the bill to be engrossed. |

Only two Democrats were absent from the | 
roll call Thursday and they had previously | 
voted not to postpone, so the party vote 
was unanimous in favor of the bill. 
Speaker Barrett was pressed to take the 
floor against the bill, but he refused to do 
so, though he worked against it diligently 
among the members. The Senate en- 
grossed the bill unchanged. 

This week sees the last of the Legisla- 
ture. It has been three weeks shorter| 
than the long session of last year and of 
about the average length in recent years. 
Though the parties have been divided 
equally in the Senate, yet there has not 
been the friction or obstruction which 
might have been expected from that fact. 
On some matters there has been a division | 
on party lines, but there has not been any 
bitterness to regret at the close of the ses- 
sion, nor any partisan demonstration to 
tarnish the reputation of the Senators as 
gentlemen. It isa very unusual experience, | 
that of having a tie, and the absence of | 
great trouble has been due to the absence of 
a matter on which to divide sharply. 
Suppose anything had come up on which 
filibustering had occurred, then would 
have been seen a stubborn contest. But 
it did not occur and the State may be thank- 
ful. 

The legislation this year has been im- 
portant in the fact that it has involved 
immense financial interests, though the 
measures effected have not always become 
laws. Mere mention will prove this. 
There has been the selling of new railroad 
stock at public auction, the Boston «& | 
Maine consolidation, the grade crossing 
amendment bill, the municipal gas and elec 
tric lighting bill, the taxation of corpora- 
tions which have street franchises, the 
doomage taxation bill, the bill relating to 
the hours of labor of women and minors 
in mechanical and manufacturing estab- 
lishments, the dairy bureau and oleo bill, 
the tax on collatera! inheritances, the ex- | 
posure of the ownership of stock in foreign 
corporations, the regulation of mercantile} 
agencies, the assessment endowment and 
bond investment bills, the Cape Cod canal 
bill, the monthly putting on interest of 
savings banks deposits, and so on. The 
list is long and the financial aggregate in- 
volved is incalculable. In this point of 
view the session has been of high impor- 
tance. 

The law against the lobby has done some 
good. I know of cases in which it has 
about strangled the business of some men. 
They cannot live in the lobby another year 
under the conditions of this year. The 
corporations which have hitherto employed 
them have not set them to work. Some 
men have defied the law. Others have 
nominally complied, but have really evaded 
it. Others have tried honestly to observe 
it. But the law has a very weak point. 
No one is responsible for its enforcement. 
Unless this defect is remedied, the law 
must be a dead letter soon. If the right | 
course is taken, permanent good will re- 
sult. 

There has been less talk of corruption 
than there was last year, yet reports come 
to me of disgraceful venality on the part 
of some members. It is said that an offi- 
cer in a bond investment company wrote a 
$100 bond and presented it toa member 
and I have no doubt the story is true. 
Rumors are current which are probably 
well founded that some corrupt legislators 
have practically levied blackmail upon 
some of the bond investment and assess- 
ment endowment companies. The new 
lobby registration law enables such mem- 
bers to go direct to the corporation and 
seek to make terms for themselves. But 
I do not believe there has been as much 
corruption as last year and it is clear that 
the lobby law has done good. RULE.

They are made from new 
white linen cuttings, never from anything 
that has been worn. So carefully is the 
paper prepared that even the number of 
dips into the pulp made by each workman 
is registered on adial by machinery, and 
the sheets are counted and booked to each 
person through whose hands they pass. 
They are made at Laverstroke, on the river 
Whit, in Hampshire, by a family named 
Portel, descending from a French Huguenot 
refugee, and have been made by the same 
family for more than 150 years. They are 
printed within the building, there being 
elaborate arrangements for making them, 
so that each note of the same denomina- 
tion shall differ in some particular from 
the other.

Resolutions Against Timetable. 


Councilman Gray offered the following 
resolutions : 

WHEREAS, The management of the 
Old Colony Railroad has made great 
changes in the railroad facilities heretofore 
enjoyed by the citizens of Quincy and 

WuHeEREAS, Said changes have deprived 
the patrons of said railroad not only of a 
large number of trains but of the means 
of reaching other cities and towns except 
by unusual and disagreeable delays and 
change of cars, it is hereby 


Resolved, By the City Council of Quincy, 
that the new timetable of June 15, 1891, is 
unjust and injurious to the business in- 
terests of the central station, unfair to the 
local patrons of the road and inequitable 
in most of its provisions ; and it is further 


Resolved, That a committee of five 
members of this body (one of whom shall 
be the President) be appointed by the pre- 
siding officer, and that His Honor, the 
Mayor, be also invited to co-operate with 
the committee of citizens already selected 
in endeavoring to secure to the city of 
Quincy the railroad facilities of which it 
has so summarily been deprived. 

Councilman Sherman thought the reso- 
lutions too sweeping as Wards Five and 
Six, and perhaps others had no grievance. 

Ex-President Federhen was invited to ad- 
dress the Council. He understood that the 
central station was now the only one that 
had a grievance, but the whole city should 
be interested in securing the Centre better 
service, Allit now asked was that some 
of the express trains should stop at Quincy. 
There was no desire to take any trains away 
from other Quincy stations. 

Councilman Sherman intimated that 
Quincy had secured more than its share in 
the past, and did not think the Old Colony 
was discriminating against it now. 

Councilman Moxon hoped the Atlantic 
service would not be interfered with. 

Councilman Pratt thought resolutions 
too sweeping, but hoped to see more 
trains at the Centre. 

Councilman Gray hoped the resolutions 
would pass unanimously, 

Councilman Powers thought West Quincy 
might lose if Quincy was benefitted. 

Councilman Wilde did not wish to an- 
tagonize Centre but favored an amend- 
ment. 

Councilman Fallon wanted better facili- 
ties at the Centre, believing the action had 
depreciated property there. 

Councilman Newcomb thought Council- 
men from out-lying wards narrow-minded 
in opposing the desires of the Centre. 

Councilman Moxon believed resolutions 
should apply to Centre station only. 
Councilman Gray so amended the resolu- 
tions. 

Upon motion of Councilman Hammond 
the committee was increased to five that 
each station might be represented. 

A motion of Councilman Pratt to drop 
the first section of the resolutions was lost, 
and the resolutions adopted. 

The President appointed Councilman 
Gray, Hammond and Moxon; the Mayor 
and the President making the five.

Boston dailies print the following state- 
ments of Old Colony officials: 

President Choate of the Old Colony says 
regarding the change of time of running 
the trains on the Central and Cape Cod 
divisions: ‘It is our endeavor to separate 

* the through from the local traffic as much 
as possible, to run all our trains going be- 
yond South Braintree express to that point 
and to accommodate our patrons this side 
of South Braintree with a surburban ser- 
vice. We think this will be accomplished 
satisfactorily to all concerned. We have 
no desire to contract our service in any 
way ; on the contrary, we are endeavor- 
ing to increase its efficiency. Under the 
old arrangement local passengers crowded 
the trains to the discomfort of long dis- 
tance passengers, and when the suburban 
people got out we were obliged to haul the 
empty cars.”’ 

General Manager Kendrick says: ‘* The 
delay Monday was caused by the breaking 
down of a locomotive in the yard at three 
o'clock, just our busiest time. This, of 
course disarranged our time table, and 
would have any time table. When you de- 
lay the starting of one train so seriously, 
you delay them all; itis like starting a 
row of bficks. Aside from the complaints 
from Quincy, we have had no criticism on 
the new time table. In fact, many of our 


patrons are pleased with it. We shall 
probably have it running all right in a day 
or two, and after it is given a fair trial I 
have no doubt it will be liked. We have 
more interest in Quincy than anybody liv- 
ing in that town, and so far from curtail- 
ing accommodations, we wish to develop 
its traffic. If, after a fair trial, the Quincy 
people are not satisfied, we shall do all in 
our power to make themso. The state- 
ment that the nine o'clock train did not 
Jeave until 11 is untrue.”

A Quincy Job. 


The soldiers’ monument for Salisbury, 
Conn., recently completed by Frederick & 
Field, of dark blue Quincy granite, was un- 
veiled June 17. 

The foundation is 7 feet, 6 inches square, 
6 feet deep, laid in cement. Tne first base 
is 7 feet 6 inches square, 2 feet high; the 
second base 5 feet square, 2 feet 6 inches 
high, quarry faced in two courses, each 1 
foot, 3 inches high, the first course in two 
pieces, breaking joint over the centre of the 
first base. The second course is one piece, 
with embrasures cut on each side flush with 
the piece above it. The third plinth is 3 
and 1 feet square, 14 inches high in two 
steps, with the names of eight battles in 
one-fourth incn relief polished die,-3 feet 
square and 3 high. 

The cap is 31-2 feet square, 2 1-4 feet 
high, the plinth 2 1-2 feet square, 1 foot, 10 
inches high, with molded top. Surmount- 
ing all is a bronze figure of Liberty, 6 1-2 
feet high, holding aloft the escutcheon of 
the United States, made by the Bonnard 


bronze Company. The granite work is by 
Frederick & Field, of Quincy, Mass. Cost, 
$4,100.

The Hospital Fete, 


To the Editors of the Patriot : 

I venture to say that I voice the senti- 
ment of everyone in Quincy, when I ex- 
press my regret at the utter failure of the 
elaborate preparations for the annual fete 
in behalf of the Hospital, consequent upon 
the bad weather which set in on Wednes- 
day. It wasasource of unwitigated dis- 
appointment to all, for all are in sympathy 
with our hospital and the noble humanita- 
rian work it is accomplishing. But most 
of all must it have been a cruel disappoint- 
ment to those who had worked so zealous- 
ly to ensure its success—the members of 
the Hospital Aid Association, and the 
young folk who were to assist, and the result 
was so different from what was anticipat- 
ed; for instead of a substantial amount be- 
ing realized a heavy pecuniary loss must 
have been incurred by the absolutely 
necessary preliminary expenses. 

So our noble hospital, instead of being 
profitted as was anticipated, is actually at 
aloss. This may mean a curtailing of the 
usefulness of the hospital for the coming 
year, or at any rate, inability on the part 
of tho board of management to more 
completely equipthe institution and place 
itin a position to deal successfully with 
any emergency, Either alternation is 
greatly to be deplored, though I for one, 
do not feel that the hospital ought to be 
allowed to suffer because of the apparent 
conspiracy of the elements to prevent the 
fete. 

“T's an ill wind which blows no good,” 
hence I am prompted to reiterate a sugges- 
tion I ventured to make through your 
columns some months ago, that an annual 
Hospital Saturday collection be established, 
believing that in view of the unlooked 
denouement to the fete, an unanimous and 
substantial response would be made and a 
sum be realized equal to or nearly so, 
what was anticipated from Wednesday's 
celebration. This would cheer the hearts 
of the association, every member of which 
is keenly disappointed. 

If this reiterated suggestion presents 
itself favorably to others, then I would 
urge that there is no more favorable time 
for initiating the movement than now 
when everyone's sympathy has been 
aroused. I am assured that such an un- 
dertaking would be a success for the rea- 
son that already the workmen in many of 
the quarries have ‘“‘ caught on” to the 
idea and made collections among them- 
selves with very satisfactory results. 

Should any of your numerous readers 
endorse my suggestion and feel like taking 
hold right away to give it a fair trial I 
shall be pleased to give them the benefit 
of my own personal experience in organ- 
izing the movement,

Quincy, June 17, 1891. 

This is the question that seems to occupy 
the attention of most of the people of New 
England at the present time. Why is it 
that our cattle are sent to England and the 
choice cuts sold for ten cents a pound 
lower than they are in this country? The 
reason is simply this: Necks, flanks, 
shins, etc., especially plate beef bring as 
much per pound in Liverpool today as 
rump and sirloin. The American people 
are wasting enough beef to supply another 
nation as large as this. Every man, no 
matter what his circumstances are, must 
have sirloin steak, first cut of rib, and 
fancy brisket corned beef. Now in this 
article 1 simply want to mention corned 
beef. Buy a narrow end of the brisket, 
and boil it two hours longer than any other 
piece. Let it cool in the water in which it 
is boiled, and you have for seven cents a 
pound, the choicest cut in the ox. 

It also cuts a streak of fat and lean, a 
thing so much desired by every one. Or 
buy a nice flank for tive cents a pound, 
boil and press it. No better piece grows. 
Beef is cheaper in this country than any 
other place in the world. The only trouble 
is, we don’t try to see how we can econo- 
mize on our beef purchases.

It will be noticed that such minor 
stations as Field’s Corner, Mayflower 
Park and North Stoughton have an 
increase of over 100 per cent. That Atlan- 
tic is very nearly 100. That Braintree,

Good for Quincy Adams. 


A delegation of citizens trom South 
Quincy, headed by Mayor Fairbanks, called 
on General Manager Kendrick of the Old 
Colony Railroad on Monday on business 
in relation to the new timetable, etc. Mr. 
Kendrick promised the Mayor, and those 
present that he would give Quincy Adams 
the same train service that Quincy now 
has by the new time table. 


Indignation Meeting. 


Seldom has there been such a spirited 
meeting of Quincy citizens as the one 
held on Saturday evening at Han- 
cock hall, relative to the new Old 
Colony timetable. All, however, with 
one possible exception thought they had 
been shabbily treated by the railroad. At 
least 300 were present, and they included 
a large number of representative citizens. 

Ex-Councilman Federhen called the 
meeting to order, and organization was 
effected by the choice of ex-Councilman 
Slade as chairman and Warren Rideout as 
secretary. 

Mr. Federhen reviewed the situation 
briefly, quoting facts and figures from the 
Datty LEDGER, and offered the following 
resolutions: 


Whereas, The management of the Old 
Colony Railroad has announced a change 
of trains between Quincy and Boston and 
return, and 


Whereas, Said change deprive citizens 
of Quincy of many train privileges they 
have heretofore enjoyed both by decreasing 
the number of trains and not running at 
many important and necessary hours, it is 
hereby 

Resolved, By the citizens of Quincy, 
in public meeting assembled, that the 
change of trains as announced will be of 
great inconvenience to the inhabitants of 
this city, and of great detriment to its pre- 
vailing growth and prosperity. That the 
business and social interests of Quincy de- 
mand increased and not decreased rail- 
road facilities in a northerly and southerly 
direction. That the first is a necessity and 
the last an injustice and that this meeting 
enters and proclaims its unqualified protest 
against the proposed change, and requests 
additional accommodations and _ service, 
and it is further 

Resolved, ‘That a committee of five 
citizens be appointed by the chairman of 


this meeting to wait upon the management 
of the Old Colony Railroad and endeavor 
to remedy the injustices herein complained 
of and also ascertain what action the 
corporation intends to take in relation to 
a petition already submitted for a ‘* Work- 
ingmen’s train’’ as provided in section 183 
of Chapter 112 of the Public Statutes, the 
committee to report to the citizens of 
Quincy in the local papers or at a meeting 
to be called by them at a later date. 


Emery L. Crane moved to couple Quincy 
Adams with Quincy in the resolutions, but 
withdrew the motion when 


Mayor Fairbanks 


read a letter he had received from Superin- 
tendent Allen: 


Boston, June 13, 1891, 
Hon. H. O. Fairbanks, 
Mayor, Quincy, Mass. 
DEAR Sim: Referring to our conversa- 
tion of this afternoon, with reference to 
increased train facilities for Quincy Adams, 
will say that we will arrange to stop at that 
station the 6.35 and 7.35 A. M. trains from 
South Braintree due in Boston at 7 and 8 
A. M. respectively, and the 5 and 6p. mM. 
trains from Boston, upon your request as 
the representative of the people of your 
city; further, regarding more train accom- 
modations for Quincy proper: if itis found, 
after a fair trial of the new time table, 
more trains are necessary, we will be very 
glad to confer with you with a view of 
adding a few more ‘‘ Quincy expresses.”’ 
Yours truly, 


E. G. ALLEN, 
Superintendent. 
Mr. Federhen continued to quote from 
the Dairy LepGer giving the’ tables 
printed Saturday relative to loss and gains 
at various stations. He believed it was 
not only a matter of injustice but 


Beyond the Law and Illegal, 


And quoted from the Public Statutes in 
support thereof, 

Chapter 112, section 156 of the Public 
Statutes : 


“A railroad corporation which has estab- 
lished and maintained throughout the year 
for five consecutive years a passenger 
station at a point on its road, shall not 
abandon such station nor substantially de- 
minish the accomodation furnished by the 
stopping of trains thereat, as compared 
with that furnished at other stations on 
the same road. And in case of a viola- 
tion of the provisions this section the At- 
torney General at the relation of ten legal 
voters of thecity or town in which said 
station is located shall proceed in equity by 
information to enjoin the corporations 
from further violation thereof.’’ 


The matter of a workingmen’s train was 
inserted at the request of Rev. A. F. Roche 
who some time ago forwarded the Old 
Colony a petition of 700 names for such a 
train. One of Quincy’s attractions of late 
has been the large numbers of trains, but 
now we are to lose these. 

L. S. Anderson gave figures for Newton, 
Winchester, Waltham, Hyde Park, Melrose 
and other suburban towns. Many through 
trains which had never stopped at Brain- 
tree were now scheduled to stop there, and 
it looked like an attempt to boom one town 
at the expense of another. Did not think 
it impossible to stop some of the through 
trains, but then he said Quincy would not 
object to new trains. Believed the com- 
mittee would get satisfaction from Supt. 
Kendrick ; if not it could go to the Rail- 
road Commissioners. 

Dr. Everett thought Quincy couldn't 
spare a train; believed all were well 
patronized. It was outrageous that Quincy 
could not communicate directly on any 
train with stations north of Neponset 
river or south of the Braintrees. 

B. F. Curtis said he had made Plymouth 
trains a study and found that it would be 
necessary to make 


Waits of From 12 to 50 


minutes at Braintree. 

Dr. Everett spoke of other nuisances of 
the Old Colony—the whistling between 2 
and 3 A. M., the poor station, etc. Pupils 
tothe Adams Academy from the South 
would be greatly inconvenienced. More 
and better trains were needed. 

Mr. Anderson said he has drawn up a 
petition which he hopes would also be 
generally signed at the close; it reads: 

We, the undersigned, residents of Quincy 
and regular patrons of the Old Colony 
Railroad Co., hereby enter our protest 
against the reduction in train service as 

roposed in the timetable to go into effect 

onday, June 16, 

We respectfully submit that it is a great 
injustice to reduce the number of outward 
bound trains from 28 to 22 and the number 
of inward bound trains from 31 to 21 at 
such a large and important centre as 
Quincy. 

We hereby request that in addition to 
the trains scheduled in said timetable to 
stop at Quincy, the following trains shall 
be ordered to stop at Quincy as soon as 
possible: 

Outward bound—12 m., 1.45, 3.15, 4.15, 
4.45, 5.15, 6.15, 7.45 P. M. 

Inward bound—7.31, 7.58 or 8.01, 8.31, 
9.31 A. M., 12.31, 2.01, 3.31, 5.31, 6.31 P.M. 

Other requests will be submitted by the 
committee appointed for that purpose. 

Ex-Mayor Porter said he had appointed 
himself a committee of one and inter- 
viewed Supt. Kendrick, informing him 
that the new schedule was noticeable for 
its omissions, and had side tracked Quincy. 
The entire tributary to Atlantic was not 
equal to the Quincy station yet it had 
twice as many trains. Thought there 
were 

3,000 Passengers Daily 
from Quincy. Believed Supt. Kendrick 
would meet the committee courteously and 
give them what they want. The change 
had been made through pressure from 
stations south which complained that 
Quincy filled the cars. 

F. A. Claflin protested against the new 
scheme as an injury to Quincy. The Old 
Colony had no right to play fast and loose 
with Quincy. Favored legal steps for re- 
dress. The more the timetable was 
scanned the bad points came out. It was 
such actions that turned the people against 
railroads and monopolies. 

The resolutions were amended by insert- 
ing the clause, “both in a northerly and 
southerly direction.” 

In response to an inquiry of H. H. 
Faxon, Mr. Federhen quoted the law rela- 
tive to workingmen’s trains, which provides 
that they must be established under Chap. 
112, 


Section 183 : 

“Every Railroad corporation whose rail- 
road runs out from Boston shall furnish on 
each week day a morning train in, and an 
evening train out for distances not exceed- 
ing fifteen miles, or suitable cars attached 
to other trains and reaching and leaving 


Boston at about six o,clock in the forenoon 
and afternoon, or at such hours as may be 
fixed by the Board. 


“And for such trains shall furnish 
yearly season tickets at arate not exceed- 
ing three dollars per mile per year, good 
once a day each way for six days in a week. 
And quarterly tickets not exceeding one 
dollar per quarter per mile, provided that 
two hundred or more persons make ap- 
plication therefore.”

Allen and told him how many teachers 
who went to Dorchester were incon- 
venienced and day lengthened,but could not 
get satisfaction.

Unitarian Church Dedication. 


The Wollaston Unitarian church was 
dedicated on Monday evening. Notwith- 
standing the intense heat a very large con- 
gregation was present at the exercises, 
which began at 7 o'clock. The floral deco- 
rations were few and simple, and consisted 
of several large bouquets of flowers arranged 
around the pulpit. The addresses were all 
of an informal nature. 

The church, which was begun about a 
year and a half ago, is situated at the cor- 
ner of Beale and Farrington streets. The 
edifice is of the old English style of church 
architecture, and is built of rough-face 
granite up to the springing of the roof 
trusses, and will cost upwards of $10,000. 
The effect is striking and unique. It is a 
style of architecture which is compara- 
tively foreign to this country. 

The auditorium is 36 x 45 feel, and will 
seat 300 people. The pews are of antique 
oak, as is also the high wainscoting, the 
pulpit, the panelling and the doors. 

The gas fixtures, which were designed 
especially for this church by one of its 
members, Mr. E. Walter Arnold, of the 
McKinney & Waterbury Company, are of 
wrought iron, and with the great open 
roof, finished in the natural wood, the 
stained glass windows and the dark ingrain 
carpet, gives the whole interior a warm, 
rich tone, reminding one of some old Eng- 
lish church, 

The pulpit is on the westerly side of the 
church, and leading directly from it is 
the pastor’s study. Opposite is the organ 
alcove and choir gallery. 

In the basement are the Sunday school 
room, the library, kitchen and toilet rooms 
and ladies’ parlor. The parlor is raised 
above the level of the Sunday school 
room, so that, if need be, it can be used 
as a stage. 

Rey. W. 8. Key of Boston, England, was 
settled as pastor over this church in 1888, 
Under his ministration the church has in- 
creased rapidly in membership. 

The church was organized in January, 
1888, by the Rev. D, M. Wilson of Quincy. 
The first meetings were held in Wollaston 
hall, and later in the Wollaston school- 
house,

Another Trip—No. 9.

A broad grin illuminated the face of the 
colored cook who had so kindly lent a 
hand in assisting us from the ground up 
into the car, a distance of some four or 
five feet. He placed at our disposal an 
old chair and a couple of boxes. We ac- 
cepted the invitation to ‘‘sit.”’ It took us 
at least five minutes to regain our lost 
breath. Pocket handkerchiefs were freely 
used to mop the flow of perspiration from 
our lobster red, and sunburned faces. We 
didn’t mind the appearance we had made 

| in our successful race to beat the train ; 
we had accomplished it and were happy. 

In one end of the car was a bundle of 
old clothes on which was a man taking a 
nap ; in the other end was an ancient stove 
and the paraphernalia for cooking the 
meals for the men. The car must have 
been built since the “flood” for it had 
never been washed out. The only civi- 
lized thing about the whole affair was a 
large box at one side of the car labelled 
‘‘American Baptist Publication Society, 
Philadelphia, Pa.’ This was used for a 
sort of table and general receptacle for 
dishes, tlour and bacon. 

The cook was getting dinner. You 
ought to have seen him make biscuit, the 
sight was so full of delicious delicacy as 
the dough squashed through the fingers of 
his black hands, the kneading being done 
on a board which was in keeping with the 
general appearance of the interior of the 
cook room. After the biscuit were made 
he took a large strip of dirty bacon from 
the floor, soused it into a pail of what 
looked like much used dish water, gave it a 
vigorous scrubbing with a rag, then sliced 
it ready for cooking. The aroma of the 
ever suspicious coffee was too much for 
the nerves of the trampers, and with one 
consent, they positively refused to accept 
the invitation to dinner. 

The train was loaded with railroad ties 
which were being thrown off by a large 
gang of men while the train was slowly 
moving down the road. We passed the 
scene of an accident that happened a day 
or two before. Part of the wreck being on 
one side of the track, while on the other 
was a car suspended from the abutment of 
a bridge, ready to topple over into the riv- 
er. 

Only one man was injured but it was a 
narrow escape for all on board. It was 
nearly one o’clock when we reached Nor- 
ton. This is a town in the woods where 
the Louisville & Nashville road is to con- 
nect with the Norfoik & Western, thus 
forming a through line when the two roads 
are completed. Norton occupies on the 
map a larger space than London or New 
York, yet it has but a few houses and its 
streets are only in process of construction, 
Its future however is hopeful and bright. 
A half mile walk from the end of the track 
over the unfinished roadbed, brought us to 
this sign, ‘“‘ All kinds of liquors down 
across the dump.’’ We were both hungry 
and thirsty but we did not follow the di- 
rection of the hand on the sign—to the 
rum shop—but to the hotel where we were 
to take dinner. We rested for an hour, 
drank water from a mineral spring coming 
out of a bank of coal (but the water was 
clear as crystal) and wondered if we should 
really ‘take supper at Big Stone Gap” 
that night. The ride of eleven miles in the 
old freight cars, and the long walk of 
twelve miles in the hot sun, had not added 
anything to the anticipated pleasure of the 
fourteen miles between us and our desired 
haven. We still had some faint hopes of 
finding some engine or hand car that 
would help us on our weary way after we 
reached the point where the L. & N. were 
track-laying, several miles down the road. 
Before we reached this town we had heard 
that BigStone Gap was ‘‘quarantined,”’ on 
account of the small pox raging there, and 
that no strangers were allowed to enter the 
place. The prospect was anything but 
cheerful.

Our Water Supply. 

What was proven at the hearings on the 
petition of the city for a new water sys- 
tem: 

That the plant of the Water Company is 
a good one, well constructed, of first-rate 
material, and ample to supply those parts 
of the city where mains are laid and to car- 
ry the extensions required. 

That the lay out of the mains has been 
such as to properly allow for extensions 
without taking up any main now down. 
That the water shed above the reservoirs is 
large enough to supply 30,000 people with 
50 gallons of water daily, if sufficient stor- 
age basins are made. That the water shed 
is a remarkably good one and that the few 
“outs” about it can be easily and cheaply 
remedied. 

That the water now furnished by the 
Quincy Water Company is better than that 
furnished to many of the towns in the 
state by public system. 

That the typhoid fever of Quincy comes 
from the wells and not from the water 
furnished by the Quincy Water Company, 
there being only about one case in fifteen 
from houses using the Quincy water, and 
those not attributable to the water. 

That the total amount of impurities is 
only about four grains per gallon, most of 
that too, being entirely harmless. That 
the water is steadily improving. That the 
Company went about its business in a 
purely business manner, and as a per- 
manent thing, 

That when more than a million and a 
half gallons of water are needed daily, the 
water from Blue Hill river can be brought 
into Town brook by cutting a channel) that 
will cost not over $1500, and that the sur- 
veys to determine the connecting of the 
two sources of supply had been made 
three years ago by the Quincy Water Com- 
pany. That the organization of the Water 
Company was open to the public, and that 
for nearly three months the public was 
invited to become stockholders,

Household Receipts 


Rice GRIDDLE CAKEs. Cook the rice 
so soft it can be mashed until the grains 
are broken. To each cupful of the 
mashed rice add two teacupfuls milk, two 
eggs, a teaspoonful salt, two teaspoonfuls 
baking powder and flour to make a thin 
batter. 


LAYER CAKE. One-half cup ~ butter, 
two cups sugar, three of flour, one-fourth 
cnp milk, five eggs, two teaspoons of 
baking powder. 


| STRAWBERRY Suorrcake. Make a 
| dough as for cream of tartar biscuit, rub- 
bing into the quart of flour a teaspoonful 
of butter and using rich milk for wetting 
the flour. Roll out two round cakes about 
a quarter of an inch in thickness, lay one 
on a buttered pan; dot with bits of butter 
and lay the other on top. Bake in a 
moderate oven and when done spread both 
sections liberally with butter; cover the 
lower half with ripe berries which have 
been lightly mashed with a silver spoon 
and well sweetened; put on the buttered 
circle, cover with berries, dust with sugar 
and pour cream over each piece as you 
serve it. 


SponcGe Cream. This furnishes a deli- 
cate and easily made dessert. The ingre- 
dients are: One pint of sweet milk, three 
tablespoonfuls of gelatine, three table- 
spoonfuls of sugar and three eggs. Put 
the gelatine into cold milk, let it standa 
short time, then bring it to the boiling 
point. Add the sugar and yolks of eggs, 
which must first be well beaten together. 
Remove from the fire and stir in the whites 
which have been previously beaten stiff. 
Add a little salt, and flavor to suit, lemon 
or vanilla. Wet the moulds so the cream 
will turn out easily when cold and pour in

Two Kinds of Censuses. 

A census of the United States differs in 
its very conception from a European cen- 
sus. Once in ten years, as with us, the} 
English government makes an enumeration 
of the inhabitants of the kingdom. The 
time chosen is the night of the second of 
April. On or before that day the enumer- 
ator must leave at each house within bis 
district a family schedule, which calls for 
the name and personal characteristics— 
age, sex, color, occupation, etc.,—of each 
person who on that night shall sleep in 
that house. Ifa man be travelling on that 
night, he is to be reported at the hotel or 
private house at which he arrives in the 
morning. 

A census of the United States is a very 
different thing. As in England, the census 
is supposed to be taken on a certain day— 
with us the first of June—but the question 
regarding each and every man is not where 
he was on that day, but where on that day 
he had “‘his usual place of abode.”"—Gen.

Another Trip—No. 10.

It was well along into the afternoon 
when we left Norton. “Buck” was 
ting pretty completely used up if his loco- 
motion was any criterion, The “Sailor” 
as usual at the start, led the way. 

For several miles the roadway was made, 
but the track was not laid; this made it 
much better walking and we fairly smiled, 
and told some humorous stories. Every 
once ina while we would come across a 
gang of men at work completing some un- 
finished section. At one place we watched 
with much interest the explosion of a 
dynamite charge which removed several 
tons of earth from the top of a high bank 
down into the cut below. Two sons of 
sunny Italy were resting by the wayside. 
One of them motioned for the loan of a 
match ; a ** Portland Star” was given him; 
he took it, looked it over suspiciously, ele- 
vated his eyes and grinned, looked at it 
some more, smelled of it awhile and then 
lighted it, but there was fire in his eye 
when he inhaled a good whiff of its strong 
fumes, and fora moment I did not know 
but that there might be trouble between 
the two countries. 

A little ways ahead of us we can hear 
the whistle of a locomotive, and that gives 
us a faint gleam of hope for we know that 
it has come up over the road and must 
sometime go back. At the end of the deep 
** fill’? we come to an uncompleted trestle 
over which the track is being laid, but 
there isa space of a dozen feet between 
the two. A winding plank is the bridge 
over which we walk to make the connec- 
tion ; it is accomplished with much dif- 
ficulty, the trestle is crossed and we again 
become “ track walkers.’’ We are told by 
the foreman of the gang that an engine 
went down the road a few moments before 
aud likewise a hand car, but that there 
would be nothing more that afternoon. 

There was one consolation ; if we could 
not ride, there was no law to prevent our 
walking. The several trains we met were 
only an aggravation, but there was no help 
for it. 

A long train is standing on a side track; 
it is not a passenger train, neither is ita 
regular freight, but a sort of half and half, 
that is, half freight and half cattle car 
arrangement. These cars are the boarding 
and lodging-houses for the men employed 
in building the road; but what a place for 
mortals to dwell in. The general appear- 
ance from a distance is anything but good, 
while an intimate acquaintance is repul- 
sive. The smell suggests all sorts of filthy 
diseases and we almost wonder if that is 
not the headquarters for the reported 
“small pox" at Big Stone Gap. 

Ahead of us is another ‘‘tramp"’ plodding 
along in regular clock-work order. His 
form is like a half moon on legs. He sticks 
to the ties, while we avoid them as often 
as we have opportunity. We pass him, 
but in a few minutes he passes us and this 
is repeated several times during the next 
few miles. His gait is regular while ours 
is uncertain; we walk faster by spells, but 
he will cover more miles in a day than we. 
He is evidently a veteran in the service; 
we may be sometime, but we fervently 
hope not. 

“Big Stone Gap or no Big Stone Gap,” 
said ‘‘Buck,’’ “I shall stop at the first place 
I come to, for my feet are all covered with 
blisters, it’s no use.’ We were then in 
sight of the big gap in the mountains from 
which the town derived its name, but the 
town itself was yet several miles from us. 
We rested a little and ‘“‘Buck’’ said he 
would try once more. All of us were put- 
ting forth extra efforts to appear better 
than we really were, but as there was no 
wayside inn to take us in we pushed ahead 
as best wecould. We passthrough two 
small tunnels in the gap, leave the L. & N., 
climb a steep bank up onto the S. A. & 
O. R. R. and go down, our last three miles, 
toward the place where we shall ‘take sup- 
per.”’ A mile from the hotel we leave the 
track, go down a hillside which makes each 
of us groan at every step, cross a plain, go 
another half mile and we are at Big Stone 
Gap and a three dollar a day hotel. Our 
long walk of twenty-six miles was com- 
pleted and we had not been “quarantined.” 

The next morning after breakfast we 
mounted horses for a nearly twenty-mile 
ride down the Powell river. There were 
four of us this time, the addition being a 
Mr. B. who knew everybody and who 
everybody knew. We went up through Cedar 
gap, Love Lady gap and on to Pennsyl- 
vania gap, fording a number of bridgeless 
streams. We were jogging rapidly along 
on our way back to the hotel, when all at 
once the order came to “‘halt,’’ from one 
of two men whose horses were tied to small 
saplings by the roadside, in the woods. 
We were not told to hold up our hands 
but we halted. “Can't let ye pass this 
way,’’ said the spokesman, ‘“‘they’ve got 
the small-pox on yon side of the river and 
this road is quarantined.” 

As good luck would have it Mr. B. knew 
the sheriff of the county (the spokesman) 
and after much parleying we were allowed 
to proceed. The cases of that dread dis- 
ease were on the other side of the river, 
and as the wind was blowing from the 
other direction we felt no fear. The horse- 
back riding took the stiffness out of usa 
good deal and by the time we arrived back 
to the hotel we were in quite respectable 
trim. On the morrow we were to separate. 
“Buck’’ was to start back over the long 
route to St. Paul. 

The ‘Sailor’ was to stay a day or two 
longer when he was to take the same un- 
desirable tramp, and I was going down into 
Tennessee. The contemplated trip to the 
“devil's half acre’’ was given up. I did, 
however, the next morning pass the ‘‘devil’s 
race path’’ and go through ‘frog level,’’ a 
suburb of Clinchport, not far from ‘Wild 
Cat valley.” Iwas more than satisfied. 
On the S. A. & O. R. R. there is one af the 
most interesting views in America — a 
natural bridge and tunnel. It was a most 
magnificent sight. Desiring to obtain the 
best view possible, I meandered through 
the dirtiest passenger car I ever saw, back 
into the baggage apartment. This in- 
teresting sign stared me in the face; I 
quote it verbatim: 

“No admittance in baggage car, so if 
you don’t want to be asked out please don’t 
come In.’ But we went and enjoyed the 
natural beauty of the scene immensely. 
From Bristol we came up through that 
perfect ‘‘Eden,”’ the lovely Shenandoah 
valley, to Harrisburg, Pa., and home by 
the way of Philadelphia and New York, 
wiser if not better than when we left two 
weeks before.

Water Street Hearing. 

The informal hearing on the widening 
of Water street was opened at § o'clock. 
For some minutes it looked as if no one 
was ready to speak in the affirmative. 

George Cahill set the ball in motion. It 
was of the utmost importance that the 
thoroughfare should be widened. Was 
surprised that more interest was uot 
taken by granite men. Street ought to be 
made fifty feet wide. ‘Traffic will in a 
short time be doubled. The Old Colony 
freight figures had been quoted at a pre- 
vious meeting. These showed a large 
number of tons shipped but did not repre- 
sent half that went over Water street. In 
reply to Councilman Bryant he said the 
number of teams per day over the street 
might average 1400. 

A recess of ten minutes was taken to 
examine plans, which were explained by 
Engineer Whitman. 

Peter McConarty thought there was no 
question but the street was too narrow and 
should be widened. 

Ex-Councilman Whitman thought 
were agreed that the street should be 
widened but the question was to what 
extent, whether it should be paved, and 
when the work should be done. The land 
damage to widen to forty feet would be 
much less than forty-five feet; it would in 
crease quite materially for a greater width 
than forty. A forty foot paved street 
would accommodate a very large traffic. 
Hoped Council would make an appropria- 
tion this year to take land and make fills, 
and leave the rebuilding until next year. 
The land damage ought not to be excessive;

say ten cents per foot forthe land, and 
some extra for the damage to the estates. 
Did not wish to give an off-hand estimate 
of the damage. Damage would increase 
rapidly each year the work was delayed. 

John Q. A. Field, ex-County Commis- 
sioner, favored widening; believed forty 
feet would be wide enough if it was to be 
paved and curbed. Favored putting the 
work through this year, and could see no 
objection to doing it. ‘Twenty-six feet for 
travel would accommodate four teams 
abreast. 

Peter Dackers said there was not five or 
ten minutes during the day but there was a 
heavy team on the street, and there would 
be more were the street in good condition. 
Now is the time to widen. It was one of 
the crying evil, a bog in winter and dust 
mill in summer. Favored paving. 

Mr. Trepanier did not think there 
another street with as heavy travel. 
favored widening on the South side. 

William Glennon had a word about con- 
struction. 

Ex-Councilman Shea would like to see 
the street 45 feet wide and thought the 
Council would be practicing false economy 
to widen to a less width. 

Ex-Selectman G, H. Field said it was 
not now a safe street, and there would be 
considerable more travel over it if it was. 

Ex-Road Commissioner Cashman said 
when two cars were passing, a team could 
not get through. 

Thomas W. Smith thought the street 
ought to be 45 feet, although it would dis- 
commode him considerable. 

W. G. A. Pattee, Esq., appeared in 
behalf of the Old Colony Railroad to oppose 
any widening on the South side so 
encroach on its property. 

W. H. H. Rideout hoped the street would 
be widened on the north side rather than 
upon his property. 

The hearing closed at 9.25, and Council- 
man Jones moved that the City Council

Proceed to Select Plan, 
And that the 45-foot one be accepted. 

Councilman Bryant moved the 40-foot 
one as an amendment. The testimony was 
that 40 feet would be wide enough and the 
cost much less. Devonshire street in 
Boston was but 40 feet yet by actual count 
for a week, the average number of teams 
per hour was 487. Street should be paved 
and curbed. 

Councilman Jones supported his motion. 
The T rail of the street railway was an ob- 
struction. Electric cars often blockaded 
the street. ‘Then Copeland street which 
led into it was forty-five feet. 

Councilman Moxon would like an esti- 
mate of the cost of both widths. Thought 
there would be very few obstructions on a 
forty foot street. 

Councilman Warner thought all streets 
should be laid out forty feet, and the main 
thoroughfares a greater width. The com- 
mittee had estimated that the forty foot 
street would cost $25,000 to build and the 
forty-five foot road $30,000. That the 
difference in cost of the two widths, in- 
cluding damages, would be $8000. 

Councilman Fallon favored the 45 foot 
street, and believed it economy to build 
that width. 

Councilman Moxon hoped widening 
would be done under betterment act. 

Councilman Bryant thought the estimate 
of $3,000 for the extra five feet of land and 
the damages was small. 

Councilman Powers argued in favor of 
45 feet, and also Councilman Pratt. 

Councilman Sherman thought Council 
should view the street. 

Councilman Jones thought Councilmen 
who had not viewed the street during the 
three years it had been under discussion 
were direlect of their duty. 

The amendment to accept the 40 foot 
plan was adopted by vote of 11 to 8, 


Adams Street. 


The Committee on Streets made a slight 
amendment to the Adams street order and 
the question came on engrossment. 
| Councilman Powers opposed the order as 
it was endorsing the action of the Mayor 
in vetoing the previous crder on a quibble. 

Councilman Bryant said the Mayor had

Railroad met Mayor Fairbanks at City | 


Hall Thursday afternoon, to further con- 
sider the needs of Quincy as to railroad ac- 
commodations, and also to listen to a sug- 
gestion from his Honor for sidewalks and 
stone crossings between the depot and 
Hancock street. 

Each of the trains asked for in the citi- 
zens petition were considered separately 
and Supt. Allen showed a disposition to 
accommodate Quincy as far as possible. 
Asa result of the conference he promised 
the Mayor that the following through trains 
should be stopped at Quincy : |

The Mayor submitted convincing argu- 
ment that an inward train at 7.31 A. M. 
would be more popular than any which the 
Old Colony could add; that now the 7.13 
got them in too early while the 7.44 was a 


few minutes too late for Quincy men to get | 


to business at 8 o'clock. Previous to June 
15 the Quincy station had three trains 
between 7.13 and 7.44 and all popular ones. 
It had four trains between 7 and 8, where 
now there were but two, and three between 
Sand 9 where now it has buttwo. Five 
or ten minnte service was not expected 
during these hours, but fifteen minute ser- 
vice was needed and would be appreciated. 
Supt. Allen said at the outset that the 7.31 
could not be stopped, but he admitted that 
good reasons had been shown for a train 
at about that time, and promised to further 
consider that train in particular. His ob- 
jection to stopping it was that the trains 
were run so close at that hour that those 
following it would be delayed. 

The Mayor will use further arguments 
to have the 12 m. outward train instead of 
the 12.15. 

The 6.13 a. mM. inward and the 6.30 P. M. 
outward which are also Wollaston and 
Quincy Adams trains, will stop at South 
Boston. 

The Depot Approach. 

The “depot yard”’ has long been an eye 
sore to the people of Quincy, and Mayor 
Fairbanks set about immediately after his 
inauguration to improve it, and now there 
is a prospect of its being accomplished.

An Ordinance Concerning Assessors and 
Collection of Taxes. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Quincy, 
as follows: 


HAT the Ordinance concerning Asses- 

sors and Collection of Taxes be amended 
by adding the following, which shall be 
Sections Four and Five of said ordinance, 
Section 4. When the tax collector re- 
ceives from the assessors the list of persons 
upon whom a poll tax only is assessed he 
shall immediately make out the tax bills and 
demand payment of the same, either by de- 
livering the bill in person or by an authorized 
agent, or sending it by mail postpaid; and 
such poll tax shall be paid when fA 
or brought to the tax collector within four- 
teen days, and if not so paid to the tax col- 
lector he shall forthwith proceed to collect 
the same in the manner provided by the laws 
of the Commonwealth for the collection of 
taxes from delinquents. 

Section 5. The tax collector shall im- 
mediately after receiving any assessment 
list from the assessors, make out and cause 
bills to be delivered to the persons assessed, 
either personally or by an authorized agent, 
or by mail postpaid, and if the assessment is 
o-peteceal property, if said bills are not 
paid within thirty days thereafter, he shall 
issue a Summons to each person who fails to 
pay, and if such ae does not. pay his 
taxes within ten days after the receipt of 


*| such summons, or after the service thereof 


upon him in the usual manner, the said 
collector shall issue his warraut for the col- 
lection of said taxes.

Committee in Boston, 

The joint committee of the citizens of 
Quincy and the City Council met General 
Manager Kendrick, of the Old Colony rail- 
road, by appointment, at nine o'clock 
Saturday. All the membeis were present 
except Dr. Everettand W. B. Rice, Esgq., 
and were courteously received. 

Hi. M. Federhen ably presented the case 
for Quincy. He explained how the com- 
mittees had been appointed and read the 
resolutions adopted. Patrons of the cen- 
tral station could not conceive why it had 
been singled out for a reduction, while all 
the other stations had received material 
gains. Quincy was not a little picayune 
station but a business centre. Four street 
railroads started from there: one to Quin- 
cy Point and North Weymouth; one to 
Houghs Neck; one to Wollaston, Atlantic 
and Neponset; and one to South and West 
Quincy. The first two catered solely to 
the central station, while both the others 
did to a large extent. Quincy was the 
only city in Norfolk County, and with the 
exception of Weymouth over twice as large 
as any of the Old Colony towns between 
Boston and Brockton. But all these were 
greatly benefitted while Quincy was forced 
to put up with a great reduction. It was 
unjust, and an injury to the city. There 
was a demand for fifteen minute service to 
Boston early in the morning, and from 
Boston toward night; and also for half 
hourly service in other parts of the day 
where there was now hourly service. 

Mr. Kendrick at the outset said the Old 
Colony did not want to hurt Quincey. The 
fact was that many trains had been run 
which had not been used by Quincy people. 
The city, he thought, had had unusual ac- 
commodations in the past. It was appar- 
ent to the committee, the system on which 
the new schedule was made up, to sepa- 
rate the long distance traffic from the su- 
burban. He proposed that it should re- 
main so with few exceptions. He did not 
suppose it made any difference to Quincy 
people whether they got into a Cohasset, 
Brockton, or some other train, if they only 
reached Boston about the same time. If 
it could be shown that there was much 
traffic between any of these stations and 
Quincy the trains would stop, but other- 
wise extra trains would be put on for Quin- 
cy as demanded. 

Mr. Hodges enquired if the Quincy sta- 
tion was not entitled to as good service as 
it had received in the past. 

Mr. Kendrick thought it was receiving 
this, that heretofore many accommodation 
trains had been run which were of no 
earthly use,

The Old Colony, he added, has a greater 
interest in Quincy than even the residents, 

Mr. Federhen took exception to this; it 
could be only from a financial point. 

Mr. Kendrick admitted that it was; and 
when asked if the receipts at the Quincy 
station were not much larger than at many 
other stations he said they were. He had 
been approached by one Quincy man who 
thought there should be five or ten minute 
servicé between 7 and § A. M., as it was 
very convenient when one missed the train 
he started for. Mr. Kendrick seemed to 
mix up this demand with that of the com- 
mittee, and termed it very unreasonable. 

Mr. Federhen offered a vigorous protest 
against such mixing, telling Mr. Kendrick 
he had the schedule of the committee before 
him and it did not call for any such service. 
The most that was asked was fifteen minute 
service and that only fora little while in 
the morning and at night. 

Relative to the petition for a working- 
men’s train Mr. Kendrick said he had had 
an interview with the first signer F. A. 
Hobart of Braintree and explained the 
law to him, it evidently not having been 
understood by him. The petition had 
been presented to him by Josiah Quincy, 
and Mr. Kendrick offered to discuss the 
matter with him at his leisure, but had 
heard nothing from that gentleman since. 
The law required 200 signatures from each 
town to secure a workingmen’s train. He 
had a proposition of a special rate fora 
workingmen’s ticket when he should be 
waited upon, - 

Mr. Kendrick promised to do what he 
could for Quincy in a new schedule to be 
adopted July 1, and it is probable that 
there will be some extra inward trains in 
the morning, and outward at night ; that 
a train for Nantasket in the morning will 
stop at Quincy, and also a return train at 
night ; that the 12 M. outward will stop at 
Wollaston and Quincy ; and that some of 
the Quincy trains will stop at South Bos- 
ton. The interview lasted about three- 
quarters of an hour. 


The New Willard. 


The new Willard school building under 
Contractor Shackley is fast nearing com- 
pletion. The walls of the building have 
been finished in what is known as Soap- 
stone finish, and the last mason left the 
building Saturday. 

Seventeen carpenters under Mr.Shackley 
are putting up the finishing which is of 
ash, nearly all the windows and doors up 
stairs have been cased in, and several of 
the rooms are all completed with the 
exception of the flooring which is being 
done by special contract,six layers of heavy 
paper being put between the floorings to 
deaden the sound, 

The writer in company with Mr.Shackley 
made a tour of the building on Friday, 
and was surprised at the amount of work 
that is being put into the building and does 
not hesitatate to say that when completed 
it will be one of the best appointed school 
buildings in the state; everything about 
the building is of the latest improvement, 
especialiy the heating and ventilating 
system which alone costs something like 
$15,000. 

The building is wired for electric lights 
and is also piped for gas,and every room in 
the building is connected by speaking tubes 
and electric bells with the head master's 
room on the lower floor. 

On the upper floor is a hall which is 
larger than any hall in the city and will be 
a grand place to hold graduation exercises, 
teachers’ meetings, etc. 

There is one thing however about the 
building which is an eyesore to many West 
Quincy people and that is the granite trim- 
mings. 

They say that Quincy, which is noted for 
its fine quality of granite all over the world 
should have a better quality than that used 
in the building, which instead of being the 
best Quincy is the poorest, and already 
several of the window caps have had to be 
replaced because they were faulty.

I noticed in your issue of the 13th that a 
fair in aid of Quincy Hospital is to be held 
June 17th. Well, may the results far ex- 
ceed the most sanguine expectations of 
the movers. The object—a most laudable 
one, to benefit the one grand Catholic 
charity of Quincy, and to increase its use- 
fuluess—is to be commended. I[t seems 
that if a proper representation to the gen- 
eral public was made, that all would gladly 
contribute a paltry dollar a year towards 
the membership fund. We know that a 
large amount is expended yearly in Quincy 
for accident insurance policies; an amount 
which if donated to your hospital would 
drive many anxious thoughts from the 
mirds of the management, and insure re- 
turns to enforced recipients of this great 


| charity. 


I do not fear the cause will fail from an 
insufficiency of funds. Ob, no! Such an 
undertaking cannot fail, so long as natives 
of this favored land are so notoriously gen- 
erous and charitable, and that the alien by 
association speedily becomes so. 

We have solid proof on reviewing the 
very precise report of the treasurer of the 
hospital for its first year. Many gracious 
givers, of really munificent amounts, are 
recorded; showing to poor suffering hu- 
manity that their best friends are their 
nearest neighbors. And the answer to the 


| question asked so long agu, “Who is my 


neighbor ?” is most practically answered 
with us today. May many more names be 
added to that honorable list of donors. I 


| find many in the list of contributors who 


have given largely out of their abundance, 
and many more who have given largely out 
of their little. 

Who doubts the text, that “‘The Lord 
loves a cheerful giver ?”’ I cannot conceive 
how any man can impugn the motives to 
Selfishness of one engaged in putting in 
force such a noble charity; using both his 
time and means unstintedly. Yet, alas! I 
have met just such carpers. How strange. 

May every hill-top be crowned with such 
and similar manifestations of selfishness. 
All honor to the donor of your beautiful 
hospital; beautiful in situation, beautiful 
in associations and all its surroundings, 
and most beautiful in its exemplification of 
sweet Christian charity; and may he be 
abundantly blessed, in health, in home, 
Such philan- 
thropists deserve statues of imperishable 
material to perpetuate to the coming gen- 
erations such deeds of love. 

Quincy, it seems to me, has been particu- 
larly favored with well considered gifts; 
and I think it was the first town in this 
country to receive a gift of lands, the in- 
come of which was to be devoted to school 
purposes; and the giver, who was so inter- 
ested in the welfare of posterity and in the 
cause of education, was driven by bigots 
and carpers out of the State. Humiliating 
episode in our history. 

The second gift was also meal estate, the 
income of which was to be devoted to edu- 
cational purposes; also, supplemented to 
this, was a gift of several thousand volumes; 
a library considered by many to be of al- 
most priceless value to the student of today. 

The third gift is your very beautiful 
Public Library building, a receptacle worthy 
of its treasures, 

The fourth gift, a fund for educational 
purposes, amounting to $200,000 or more 
today. ‘To be utilized in the near future. 

The fifth gift is your beautiful Merry 
Mount park, double the size of Boston's 
noted common, and in scenic effects far 
superior. 

The sixth gift to the town, the beautiful 
Faxon park, commanding a very extensive 
view of land and ocean, 

The seventh gift, the last, the best, the 
Quincy hospital, a beacon on a bill, ever 
ready to shelter and care for poor suffering 
humanity. Where the poor waif is not 
asked what creed, what race, Or what your 
condition when seeking admission, but 
simply are you suffering ? 

Many public and private men in our present 
time inveigh loudly against what is called 
the insatiate ambition of mankind to 
amass great wealth; well, if the times are 
propitious for the acquirement of colossal 
fortunes, time has also brought more colos?

Electric Freight Railway, 


The granting of a location to the 
Quincy Electric Freight Railway is a mat- 
ter demanding very careful consideration 
by the city government. There are those 
who doubt if such a railway will be a bene- 
fit to the city, but this will depend much on 
whether it is a nuisance; whether the 
company is allowed to do about as it 
pleases or whether salutary restrictions are 
imposed. The city has seen of late where} 
it had not been careful in the past in grant- 
ing locations to street railways, and for 
electric wires. The trouble lies in not an- 
ticipating the rapid growth of the city. 
The City Council is required by the act in-| 
corporating the railway company, to grant 
a location, but nothing is said, we believe, | 
as to what restrictions shall be imposed. | 

We maintain that the citizens of Quincy} 
were not warned as they should have been 
that a petition for incorporation was before 
the Legislature, and some do not know 
today that the proposed route will run 
through their land, their back yards, their 
house lots, causing a nuisance as well as a 
damage. Property-holders in South Quincy 
in particular should make the proposed 
route a study, and see if it does not en- 
j}croach upon then. ‘This running across | 
lots, particularly through desirable house | 
lots, is one of the objectionable features. 

There are some streets also in the pro- 
posed route which should never be ob- 
structed by such a railway. Take, for in- 
stance, School and Marsh streets. They are 
not wide enough to admit of it. A train 
of freight cars on these streets at the time 
ofa fire alarm wight seriously delay the 
fire apparatus. j 

The kind of rail, paving, length of train, | 
when they shall be run, precaution at 
crossings, where sidings and spur tracks 
shall be put in, are among the matters 
which should not be passed lightly over. 


For the Patriot. 
Quincy’s Summer Visitors, 


One of the impenetrable swampy groves 
of Wollaston for many years has been used 
by the most interesting and social of the 
feathered species, the swallows, Audubvis 
Airundo rustica, for a place of rendezvous, 
over which unmolested to hold their annual 
gatherings. This great family is spread 
over the whole of North America; they 
leave uheir southern homes about the first 
of April, and coming north spread them- 
selves in divisions over every part of the 
country, where they are weleomed as har- 
bingers of spring. Whether they select 
their mates before their migration, or after- 
wards, is only known to themselves. 

They proceed at once repairing and 
building their nests; although very social 
each pair stands upon their family dignity 
and allow no neighbor to enter their dwel- 
ling. After rearing their two broods of 
young and taught them to use properly 
their ingeniously contrived bill, which is 
a wonderful insect trap, to catch and store 


their food, which is done on the wing, and 
attain the requisite speed of one mile a 
minute, which places them beyond the 
reach of all birds of prey, and also to ac- 
quire the swallow circlet, which will enable 


them to mingle in great throngs with ease | 
and grace. Having thus been trained they | 
are prepared to take their parts in the 
great assemblies. : ' 

About the first of August they abandon 
their nests, and as if by a preconcerted 
arrangement assemble at the close of the 
day from every direction, and by their 
numbers must be from a considerable 
extent of territory at the selected place. 
In introducing their progeny to the con- 
vention; each pair having quadrupled 
their numbers, a large portion must consist 
of youthful members. Being under the 
especial care of the Father of All and 
intuitively guided they are not disturbed 
by the croaking of a Malthus or an Atkin- 
son that the earth cannot produce sufficient 
to support them, and the other seven 
hundred species of North American birds. 

It is a beautiful sight to witness the 
happy greetings of these mystic beings as 
they meet over theirleafy grotto. Myriads 
of birds coming together in one body, 
moving in every direction in an easy 
graceful manner without a jostle; the sweet 
notes of the male harmonizing with the 
octave lower twittering tones of the 
female; mingling and comminglirg in a 
long continued waltzing dance, until the 
sun has sank below the horizon and the 
evening shadows gather theirshady retreat, 
then gliding down in sections to their 
bivouae for the night. 

Some time after the sun has risen, the 
whole body of the swallows simultaneously 
emerge from their extended grove as if 
influenced by some electric signal. Taking 
their positions of the preceding night they 
perform with ardor and elegant motion the 
programme of their festivities. Having 
completed their salutations they separate 
in parties, returning to their accustomed 
haunts, and apply themselves to their daily 
labors. This round of socialities continues 
each night and morning throughout the 
season; the eager participants arriving 
early at their meeting place, awaiting the 
appearance of their festive companions to 
commence their waltzing dance. 

On some bright, chilly morning in Octo- 
ber, sometimes earlier, sometimes later, | 
after holding their salutation services these | 
accomplished .rural excursionists, pois 
ing in mid air chanting their joyous Te 
| Deum, and then without scrip or faltering | 
| doubt or compass or chart rise to upper 
|space and unerringly wing their way to 
}summer climes, where assemble the great

Household Receipts. 
STRAWBERRY TEA CAKE. Two eggs, 
reserving the whites of one, one cupful 


of sugar, butter the size of an egg, half 
cupful of milk, two czpfuls of flour, one 
teaspoonful of cream tartar, half a tea- 
spoonful of soda. Bake in three layers. 
Filling: White of one egg beaten very 
stiff and three-fourths of a cupful of sugar; 
beat again, then add half a cupful of fresh 
strawberries braised to a pulp, and beat 
till stiff. This gives a filling of a beautiful 
pink tinge, 


Lemom TEA CAKES. One egg, one 
cup of sugar, half a cup of butter, three 
tablespoonfuls of milk, the juice and 
grated rind of two small lemons, one tea- 
spoonful of baking powder, flour enough to 


rollout. Cut with a cake cutter. 


Cookies. Two cups of sugar, one cup 
of butter, three eggs, one (level) teaspoon- 
ful of saleratus dissolved in a spoonful of 
water, Flavor with nutmeg. Stir in sifted 
flour until the dough can be rolled with a 
rolling pin; the softer the dough is the 
better ; then roll, stamp out in small cakes 
sprinkle sugar lightly over them while in 
the pans. Bake quickly. 


PRUNE PUDDING. Stew one pound of 
prunes until very soft. Let the water boil 
nearly all away. Sweeten to taste. Re- 
move the stones and mash toa pulp. Add 
a little cracker dust, enough to stiffen it 
slightly, and the whites of three eggs, 
beaten stiff. Bake in a shallow dish about 
twenty minutes. - Serve with a sauee made 
of the yolks of the eggs, three tablespoons 
sugar and one pint of milk, cooked like a 


boiled custard.

What was proven at the hearings on the 
petition of the city for a new water sys- 
tem: 

That the plant of the Water Company is 
a good one, well constructed, of first-rate 
material, and ample to supply those parts 
of the city where mains are laid and to car- 
ry the extensions required. 

That the lay out of the mains has been 
such as to properly allow for extensions 
without taking up any main now down. 
That the water shed above the reservoirs is 
large enough to supply 30,000 people with 
50 gallons of water daily, if sufficient stor- 
age basins are made. That the water shed 
is a remarkably good one and that the few 
“outs”? about it can be easily and cheaply 
remedied. 

That the water now furnished by the 
Quincy Water Company is better than that 
furnished to many of the towns in the 
state by public system. 

That the typhoid fever of Quincy comes 
from the wells and not from the water 
furnished by the Quincy Water Company, 
there being only about one case in fifteen 
from houses using the Quincy water, and 
those not attributable to the water. 

That the total amount of impurities is 
only about four grains per gallon, most of 


that too, being entirely harmless. That 
the water is steadily improving. That the 


Company went about its business in a 
purely business manner, and as a per- 
manent thing. 

That when more thaa a million and a 
half gallons of water are needed daily, the 
water from Blue Hill river can be brought 
into Town brook by cutting a channel that 
will cost not over $1500, and that the sur- 
veys to determine the connecting of the 
two sources of supply had been made 
three years ago by the Quincy Water Com- 
pany. That the organization of the Water
